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THE POPE ON NAZI PERSECUTION 


“‘IN Germany there is a persecution so frightful, so violently 
brutal, so insidious in its cffects that it has seldom been matched 
in the history of the world. What is worse is that this persecution 
is shrouded by falsehood, deceit, and denial, which cannot, how- 
ever, wipe out its profound effects, so vast geographically and so 
sorrowful morally.’ These words were spoken not by som: 
irresponsible political enemy of the Reich but by the Pope in his 
Christmas message to his spiritual flock scattered throughout the 
world. — It is not the first occasion upon which His Holiness has 
denounced the persecution rampant in the Reich, We recall, for 
instance, his deliverance as far back as February, 1934, when he 
spoke of ‘‘rising glorification of thoughts, ideas, and practices 
neither Christian nor human.’’ and of the worship of racial pride. 
But rarely has a Papal pronouncement on this grave subject been 
marked by more outspokenness and vigour. : 

The Pope did not, in his Christmas address, specify the persecu- 
tion which he flagellated. In phrasing, the message was general, 
like the religious oppression itself, which extends in Germany to 
Catholic, Protestant, and Jew alike. But it will be noted that the 


Osservatore Romano, the official organ of the Vatican, devoted its - 


Christmas editorial to the Jewish question, under the title of “The 
Drama of Israel,’’ and its denunciation of the ill-treatment 
of Jews was downright and forcible. ‘There 1s something 
ignoble,’” it declared, “ im the triumph of anti-Semitism. It is a 
fight against a race in the name of another race, against a religion 
only because of its universal character... . ~The ehemies of 
Jews are the neo-Pagans who have been conducting a ruthless war 
against spiritual values. ”’ Both these deliverances, so forthright and 
courageous, must win the gratitude of all friends of liberty and of the 
human kind. For, day by day, the war against f reedom, religious and 
secular, has gone on in the Reich, and shows no sign of abating. It 
offers, as has been said, no more quarter to the adherents of 
‘Christian faiths than to Jews. Within recent weeks we have had a 
veritable heart. cry from the Catholic Bishop of Berlin, and 
another from leading Protestant ecclesiastics in this country. But 
there is no sign of. any change of heart on the part of the 
oppressors, and the rest of the world is left with no alternative but 
to continus its protests until the voice of conscience, if not of 
reason, is heard in Germany. In saying this, we are fully aig 
of the fact that, side by side with the stifling of religious ap

political liberiy in the Reich, there has gone on a_ sustained 
movement in Britain for an Anglo-German understanding. Nor 


have we ourselves been opposed to this latter activity, under- 
taken, as it was, in the interests of peace. 

But the question must always arise, and persist, whether 
peace, or understanding, is fostered by wilful blindness to vital 
truths, Among many people throughout this country, hearts are 
sore for the victims of Nazi wrong-doing. Diplomacy may slur over 
that fact. But the hurt and the pain are nevertheless there. 
questioning inwardly, if not outwardly—skeletons, as it were, at 
every fraternisation feast. And so long as they remain, we are 
forced,.even while approving efforts for peace, to point out that no 
“understanding’” can be complete, no reconciliation without an 
clement of uneasiness which will mar, even if it does not 
eventually destroy, the hope of genuine and lasting friendship. 
Surely, it is better that the truth be made known. Reticence could! 
only deceive the Germans as to the depth and intensity of British 
feeling. It could only encourage the continuance and even the 
aggravation of the present persecutions, until the time would come 
when speech in other lands—made only the stronger by its 
long repression—would break its bonds, and the whole pro- 
Tre 
policy of silence might even be more mischievous and wide- 
spread still, for it would be read and interpreted by all the morally 
subversive forces in other countries as consent: and slowly but 
surely the area of brutality and unrest in the world would wider. 
Better, far better, then, in the interests of all parties, that opinion 
be unhampered and free. International friendships which can 
oniy be bought by indifferenc: to moral provocation, however 
bitter, must inevitably rest on an insecure foundation and can, in 
the long rua, bod> good to nobody. For thes: reasoas, we 
welcome profoundly the Pope’s Christmas message, and trust, as 
profoundly, that it willnot go altozzther unheard, even in those 
places where it most needs to be taken to heart. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


ENTER 1938! 

ALTHOUGH for Jews their religious New Year naturally takes pride of 
p.ace, they would not, if they could, claim exemption from the 
more than temporal significance attaching to the birth of a new civil 
year. And, as with their fellow-citizens, retrospect of the past and 
wistful peer'ng into the future must fill their thoughts as the 
old passes out and the new comes into view. A correspondent has, 
this week, the fanciful notion of turning back to the records of 
past “38's. His survey turns out, however, to be peculiarly apt, 
for it covers a dramatic chapter in Jewish history—from 1738, 
when oppression still ruled, through 1838, when the Liberal era was 
beginning to dawn, and on to 1938, when it suffered at least partial 
eclipse. In that period, in fact, Jews and Jewish hopes completed a 
circle—a tragic circle. The question is, however, will the spirit of 1838 
ever come back? Or, as our correspondent puts it, * will the chronicler 
of the future consider the nineteenth-century Liberalism to have been a 
false dawn, or the twenticth-century reaction to be a false night, fictitious 
and transitory?’’ Prophecy has been defined as the most gratuitous 
form of error, and only a bravery bordering on foolhardiness essays that 
slippery path. Yet, human affairs are not static. There is a flow as 
well as an ebb. Another and a different reaction may succeed Reaction. 
And, after all, the Liberal idea must reassert itself in the long run if there 
is to be a bearable future for the race on earth at all. At least, Jews, 
heirs to two thousand years of change and vicissitude, cannot abandon 
all hope of the future. They can greet 1938 with steady nerve, if not 
smiling faces, confident in their destiny and resolved that at any rate 
they will do their utmost to hasten the advent of a better day—alike for 
their fellow-men and themselves. 


THE PARTITIONISTS’ BOGY 

REPORTS have gained currency, this week, to the effect that the new 
Commission of Inquiry that has been foreshadowed by the Govern- 
ment will be leaving for Palestine before the reassembly of Parliament. 
It is further said that its terms of reference will be so widely drawn as 
to permit of the Commission's suggesting not only modifications of 
‘the Peel Partition Scheme, but actual alternatives to it. As to the 
Commission, we must repeat that a fresh inquiry in Palestine, before 
disorder has been suppressed and the situation has returned to normal, 
would be a premature and most unfortunate step. The one requisite 
is that Arabs should be able to give evidence or offer opinions without 
incurring personal risk. That requisite is to-day still lacking. As to 
the terms of reference for the new body, until these are published they 
‘remain a mere matter of speculation. In the meantime, we would 
-strongly urge Zionists not to be stampeded into panic by. scare-stories 
owhich Partitionists are actively disseminating to the effect that unless 
‘they accept Partition, minority status will be forced upon them. The 
‘latest line in this scare campaign is to make Zionists’ flesh créep with 
talk of an abandonment by the Government of the Jewish National 
‘Home if Partition is rejected. This talk, insignificant at the moment, 
may have the dangerous result of planting the seed of this unthinkable 
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in British public opinion. In which case all Jewry, and not only the 
handful of Partitionists, would be hoist with this Partitionist petard., 
Fortunately, Great Britain's pledged word is no such counterfeit as 
these scare-talks would have people think. Zionists need not, there- 
fore, permit themselves to be panicked by this ingenious device, 


CHAOS REIGNS IN RUMANIA 


THe Rumanian elections were preceded by a number of alarming 
manceuvres—from the Jewish point of view—in the shape of electoral 
compacts. The feature of these was the callous way in which parties 
not up till then anti-Semitic linked themselves with the anti-Jewish 
factions. Thus, some of the National Peasant Party joined up with the 
furiously anti-Jewish Iron Guard. The Government Party allied itse f 
with the anti-Semitic Vaida-Voevod and Jorga groups. And even that 
veteran friend of Jews and liberty, M. Titulescu, seems to have become 
entangled in th: network of unnatural alliances. But ante-election 
happenings are nothing, in point of confusion, compared with what has 
happened since. The Liberal Government; having failed successfully to 
‘*make’’ the elections—an unheard-of thing in Rumania—has resigned. 
To take the outgoing Premier's place, the King has summoned one of 
the joint leaders of the National Christian Party, M. Goga, although 
that party polled only nine per cent. of the votes. M. Goga is a poet 
—in fact, ‘‘the Poet Laureate of Rumania.’’ He has formed a 
Government of National Co-operation—which means, in fact, that 
eight members of it belong to his own party (the National Christians), 
four to the National Peasants (though they have been expelled from that 
group in consequence), and the rest to no party at all, 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT 

WHERE, it may be asked, do the Jews stand in all this confusion? The 
only thing that seems to be accepted as certain is that there will not be a 
single important Rumanian Party to defend them. The National Christians 
are violently anti-Jewish and semi-Fascist, with the swastika for their 
emblem and Storm Troopers and blue shirts complete. Their other 
leader—included in the new Government—is the notorious Professor 
Cuza, one of the original patentees of Rumanian anti-Semitism, who 1s 
reputed to have adopted the swastika long before Hitler came on the 
scene and annexed it. With M. Cuza in the Government is his equa'ly 
anti-Semitic son, and M. Micescu, th: lawyer who organised the drive 
against the Jew.sh barristers in. Bucharest. Clearly ths combination 
offers a very chiliy prospeet to the Jews of the country. But then the 
clouds of confusion descend on the situation again. On Tuesday 
evening, Press and radio announced that the Government will not bs 
anti-Semitic. This would clearly d2:mand a remarkable sacrifice of past 
convictions, so little surprise need be felt at the announcement that three 
Jewish-owned and widely-read democratic newspapers have already be2n

CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR EDUCATION 
Demand for Teachers Exceeding Supply 
HIGHER EDUCATION AND THE YOUTH MOVEMENTS 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the 
Jewish Memorial Council was held at the Communal Centre on 
Wednesday of last week. Dr. M. Ersretn, who presided, introduced 
Mr. Sagon, the new Secretary. 

Mr. Hersert M. Apier, the Director of Jewish Education, reported, 
among other matters, that a weekly class was being conducted at Wormwood 
Scrubs by the Rev. .B. N. Michelson. at ’ 
which the number of men varied from thirty 
to thirty-seven. The Committee approved 
the expenditure of £5 on replicas of coins of 
Jewish interest. Three sets of replicas of ten 
coins at the British Museum were being made 
for circulation to Jewish classes, and the possi- 
bility of procuring coins from Palestine was 
being inquired into. Ali applications for the 
renewal of grants were agreed to. 

In presenting the financial estimates for 
1938, Mr. Adler said that he was asking for a 
budget of £3,021, which was £60 less than 
that for 1937. Saving had been effected in a 
number of ways, but the main reason was 
because several grants had not been paid. 
the proposed allocation of thie Ellis A. 
Franklin Prize Fund of £24 for 1938 was: 
amounts of £10. £9, and £5 to the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, the Union of Mr. M. SaGon 
Hebrew Classes, and the Talmud Torah WtwtsH CHronicte Photo. 
Trust respectively. The Chanucah celebrations had been successful, and 
at the Central Committee's suggestion the children of a large number of 
small Communities attended the celebrations in the larger towns. 

Dr. NATHAN Morris, who gave a report on the work of the Jewish 
Higher Education Centre, said that the Secondary Department was being 
maintained with great difficulty. Although there was an increase in the 
number of Jewish pupils at secondary schools, there was a steady decline 
in the number attending the Centre. The chief cause was the rapid growth 
of the youth movements. some of which were providing educational 
facilities which were, however, not entirely adequate. It would be wise to 
recognise this, he suggested, and help the youth organisations to make their 
educational work more systematic. A Committee. consisting of Messrs. 
Fishman, Morris, and Adler, was set up to discuss this question with the 
leaders of the youth movements. 

The Teachers’ Training Department. Dr. Morris continued, had held its 
ground well, and in the five years of its existence had obtained close 
on SO per cent. of all the passes in the intermediate examination at Jews’ 
College, In the same period, sixteen students had obtained diplomas, of 
whom only one was a woman. That reflected the general state of girls’ 
education in London. 

The rate at which teachers were being trained did not correspond with 
the growing need, and he thought that the systematic training of teachers 
would improve the general educational standard. Many teachers would 
benefit from a course of training, and a suggestion was adopted that a 
letter pointing this out be sent to school managers. The Centre would 
shortly remove to Buckle Street Infants’ School, where it would have a 
number of rooms for its exclusive use. 

Discussion on the suggestions made at the recent Education Conference 
was postponed until the next meeting. 


Mr. John Harris, magistrate at Thames Police Court, paid a tribute to 
Mr. Sagon, the newly-appointed Secretary of the Memorial Council, when 
he heard that Mr. Sagon was giving up his work as court missionary for 
Jewish cases. | 

“As soon as my excellent court missionaries are well established. | lose 
them,” he said. “I shall be very sorry to lose you.” 

Mr. Sagon had worked at Thames Police Court for thirteen years, and 
had dealt with over 4.000 cases, most of them arising out of domestic 
differences.

OBITUARY 


Dr. BERTHOLD FEIWEL (Jerusalem) 
We regret to announce the death, which occurred in Jerusalem on 


Tuesday, of Dr. Berthold Feiwel, the well-known Zionist pioneer and 
writer, at the age of sixty-two. 


Berthold Feiwel was born on September 


Zionist Movement. He became a follower 
and collaborator of Dr. Herzl, and was the 
youngest delegate at the first Zionist 
Congress in Basle. He became a Zionist 
propagandist and visited numerous Jewish 
Communities in Moravia for the purpose 
of establishing Zionist societies. When 
Dr. Herz] found that he could not fully 
devote himself to the editorship of the first 
official Zionist organ, Die We LT, he 
appointed Dr. Feiwel editor of the journal. 
In that capacity the deceased endeavoured 
not merely to shape Die WELT into a 
political organ, but also to make its 
readers familiar with the problems of 
Jewish culture and with the works of 
modern Hebrew and Yiddish literature. 

Gifted as a poet, Dr. Feiwel translated a number of Yiddish poems 
into German, especially those of Morris Rosenfeld. He was con- 
vinced that the revival of the Jewish people could not take place by 
political means alone. He saw that it was necessary to develop a deep 
cultural activity, taking into full consideration the cultural values 
created by the Jewish people and making them the basis of its spiritual 
revival. In 1907, Feiwel, with Buber and others, founded the 
JUEDISCHER VERLAG, of Berlin, an instrument for the propagation 
of Jewish cultural values through translations from Hebrew and 
Yiddish literature. Feiwel was one of the first to suggest the idea 
of a Hebrew University in Palestine, and was the author of a well- 
known work entitled “ A Jewish University.” 

Before the Great War, the deceased was engaged in banking in 
Germany and Switzerland, where he acquired considerable experience 
in social and economic questions that proved of great value to him 
in his subsequent activities on behalf of Zionism. When the World 
Zionist Organisation first began, in 1919, to devote itself to the 
upbuilding of Palestine, Feiwel was called to London by Dr. Weizmann 
and became his closest collaborator. In the following year, . Dr. 
Feiwel undertook the management of the Keren Hayesod, and in 
that capacity he helped to raise it to the position of the most 
indispensable financial instrument of the reconstruction work in 
Palestine. When the headquarters of the Keren Hayesod were trans- 
ferred from London to Jerusalem in 1926, Dr. Feiwel became 
managing director of the Jewish Colonial Trust. He held that position 
until 1931, when, in consequence of failing health, he was obliged 
to retire, and a year later he settled in Palestine. 

A large gathering assembled at the funeral to pay tribute to the 
Zionist pioneer. The deceased was buried in the cemetery on the 
Mount of Olives, and addresses were delivered by Mr. Gruenbaum, 
Mr. Kaplansky, and Professor Hugo Bergmann.

Interest for Jewish Educationis‘s 


From Mr. M. DOMNITZ 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirn.—The News Curonicre Schools Exhibition—the first one of its kind 
in this country—provides a fascinating commentary on the changing scene 


‘ of English school life. 


in the magnificent display of public and secondary schools, I was 
agreeably impressed with three striking views of the well-known Brighton 
Jewish boarding school, Whittingehame College, whose design has attracted 
a great deal of attention, as it reflects one of the most advanced tendencies 
of modern school architecture L. Pilichowski, its brillant architect, must 
be pleased that Whittingehame also figures in a very interesting mural 
arrangement of the latest types of British schools. 

I hastened eagerly to the Palestine section in the hope of seeing illustrated 
something of the many-sided contribution that | had heard Jewish schools 
were making in the advance of educational ideas. Two modern schools— 
Bishop Gorbat’s School, in Jerusalem, and the Haifa Arab Trade School— 
both non-Jewish, represented Palestine. I certainly hope this serious 
omission will be rectified in the Palestine Exhibition which 1 understand 
the Zionist organisation is undertaking next year. I know that a number of 
English teachers and educationists will be greatly interested in the fine 
educational system that Palestinian Jewry is evolving. By the way, a 
Striking tribute was paid to the nursery schools of Tel-Aviv by Mr. R. 
Morgan, M.P., a well-known educationist and member of the Parliamentary 
Palestine Committee, in the House of Commons. These were his words: 
“Two years ago it was my privilege to be in a very go-ahead town, Tel- 
Aviv ... where I saw in the suburbs... one of the most delightful 
examples of what a nursery school should and could be.” 

I cannot resist mentioning a factor in Jewish education that has been 
ignored. That is the provision of a suitable environment for the child at 
school. The Exhibition constantly stresses and strikingly illustrates how 
attractive classrooms can and must be in the true interests of the child! 

On the whole, the Jewish pupil.is very badly served in this important 
matter. It is essential that the child, tired after an exacting round at day 
school, should be provided with well-planned and pleasantly designed 
classrooms for his religious education. If large sums are spent on building 
beautiful, but too often half-empty, Synagogues, cannot the Community 
see to it that the religion classes and Talmud Torahs are housed in buildings 
that are of an equivalent standard, in comfort and design, to our best 
Synagogues? I have a feeling that many of our religion schools would 
be placed on the Board of Education “ black list,” judged from their 
present structure. I am sorry that no speaker raised this point at the Jewish 
Education Conference. 

The News CHRONICLE Exhibition has made parents alive to the remark- 
able things that are being accomplished in the schools. The apathy of 
parents (the red herring of every recent conference!) towards Jewish 
education might well disappear—if Jewish educationists would study the 
imaginative and dynamic qualitiés of education as depicted at Dorland 
Hall—and be transformed into lively interest! |

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


MR. LANSBURY AND 
THE “RICHER JEWS” 


By WATCHMAN 


Mr. GeorGe LAnsBury is a man of high ideals and peerless honesty. 
As a crusader in the cause of Peace he has earned the praise of all right- 
minded men, and probably the good-humoured tolerance of those 
“dictatorial *’ protagonists of peace who have received him so amiably 
in the course of his peace mission to the world. As a friend of the 
Jews, his sincerity has been demonstrated again and again, and is 
beyond challenge. But, having paid him this well-deserved tribute, I am 
compelled to say, with all respect, that in his speech during the recent 
foreign affairs debate in Parliament, he tripped badly. That speech was 
devoted in the main, but not exclusively, to Poland. “Anybody,’” it 
declared, ‘* who listened to the stories about the Jews, either from 
Governments, or from Jews themselves, must feel appalled at the position 
that was rapidly being created for that race throughout Europe. It 
was really an appalling situation.’’ But, Mr. Lansbury went on to 
assert, “it had nothing to do with Hitler or Mussolini.’’ No wonder 
there was “interruption *’ at that point. Mr. Lansbury had forgotten 
the outrage perpetrated against German Jewry. He had forgotten, as 
Mr. Churchill reminded him, the horrible attempt to “blot out a race 
of people from the society in which they were born.’’ Replying to the 
“interruptions *’ that greeted his extraordinary statement, Mr. Lans- 
bury could only say that “he knew of persecution and pogroms in 
Poland long before Hitler was born.*’ But that does not justify him in 
saying that the Jewish position in Europe as a whole has nothing to do 
with the German Dictator. And even if he only meant to suggest that the 
situation in Poland was something totally apart from Hitler and his 
works, the proposition was a dubious one, in the light of known facts 
as to Nazi propaganda. 


Mr. LANssury, while condemning outright, as horrible, the segregation 
of Jewish students in the Polish higher schools, attributed this wicked 
and inhuman step to the fear of Polish parents that otherwise their 
children would not get a good chance in the upper strata of 
employment. But, instead of calling on the reputedly civilised 
Government of Poland to stop it, he could only urge that he 
saw no way .out except by providing more employment in 
Poland or some other part of the world. In fact, time and again 
he harped on tls: economic basis of the Polish problem— increasing 
population, no outlet for emigration, general poverty, in short a 
repetition of the explanations that have poured from the Polish 
statesmen (to whom Mr. Lansbury was evidently a good listener). I 
have only one comment to make on this. Mr. Lansbury suggested not 
only the provision of cutlets for emigration, but the development of 
Poland more widely than has been done in the past. es he think that 
this development can be promoted by serious discrimination against the 
Jews, or by failure to suppress the ruthless boycott practised against them ? 
And, if not, why did he utter no word against these things? Frankly, f 
am surprised and disappointed. I feel, with Mr. Churchill, that Mr. 
Lansbury, carried away by his laudab!e zea! for peace, did not deal 
with the great evils of racial and religious intolerance ‘‘ in quite the 
terms of indignation which those spectacles surely excited in his 


generous heart.”’ 


But it is with another sentence in Mr. Lansbury's speech that I am here 
more particularly concerned. Referring, apparently, to possibilities of 
emigration and the Polish absorptive capacity, the speaker used these 
words : “I should have thought that while Governments were discussing 
these questions, the richer Jews throughout the world might have dore 
something to help to mitigate the situation.”" Now there is a gravity 
in this declaration—reproduced textually from Hansard—which I feel 
that Mr. Lansbury did not, at the time, suspect. I hold here no brief 
for the “richer Jews throughout the world.’’ Rather am I disposed to 
believe that the very wealth of this comparatively small fraction of the 
teeming Jewish masses has been responsible for the creation of the 
mischievous legend that all Jews are rich, and that this imposes on the 
wealthy minority, therefore, a moral obligation to help the victims of 
this myth—a sort of ‘‘ransom,’’ as Joseph Chamberlain might have 
called it. But is the implied slur in Mr. Lansbury’s remark fair? 
Does he know that the Joint Distribution Committee of America alcn> 
has poured something like twelve million pounds into Eastern Europe 
since the War, of which sum over five-and-a-half millions have been 
spent in Poland? Has he not heard of the wonderful work of the Ort 
in training artisans and land workers—not entirely out of funds supplied 
by the Joint Distribution Committee? And is he not aware that only 
the adjustment of technical difficulties is holding up at the moment a large- 
scale relief fund in this country? Ish: not aware, further, that these 


efforts do not stand alone, that we have the Jews of Germany on our hands, | 


on whose behalf some two-and-a-half million pounds have been sp>nt 


since the Hitler fury began? Does he forget that the upbuilding of 
Palestine—including the development of the Hebrew University—has 
taken heavy toll of Jewish resources, that all this has had to go on con- 
currently with the discharge of duty to non-sectarian causes, as well as 
to those vast Jewish charities on both sides of the Atlantic whose 
activities, incidentally, do much to relieve the strain on the general 
community ? I know, of course, that no pity is wasted on the rich, 
even though they groan under the weight of exacting taxation. And 
perhaps neither Mr. Lansbury nor I myself could say with any certainty 
whether or not the rich Jews have done all that was in their power. 
But a little regard for the facts is surely not misplaced in judging 
anyone ! 

But the unintentional mischief of Mr. Lansbury’s remark goes deeper 
than all this. It over-emphasises, for one thing, the effect of Jewish money 
iN mitigating a situation largely due to misgovernment. Even if the “richer 
Jews ’’ were rich enough permanently to support one or two million 
Polish Jews, to say nothing of the Jews elsewhere, money itself could not 
be a cure for the hatred that embitters Jewish life. Cash is no remedy for 
moral disease, though its disbursement may encourzge countries hunger- 
ing for foreign exchange. And this brings me to another aspect of Mr. 
Lansbury’s remark. He tells his fellow-members that while Govern- 
ments are discussing these questions, the richer Jews should do some- 
thing to help to mitigate the situation. The answer to that suggestion is 
that, while it may be justified on humanitarian grounds, it is calculated 
to obscure the fundamental truth that the so-called Jewish question is 
not a Jewish question at all but a world, and especially a Christian, once. 
© 


Two thousand years of slander and persecution have placed the Jews 
where they are to-day, and the malefactors are the other nations them- 
selves. I venture to say to Mr. Lansbury that, instead of asking the 
Jews what are they going to do about it, he should address that question 
to the guilty peoples, and ask them what ** ransom “’ they are going to 
pay for the redemption of their immortal souls. But what, in effect, 
are they coing to** mitigate *’ the Jewish position ? Nothing, or worse 
than nothing! Over great stretches of the Continent of Europe, Jew- 
baiters are on the rampage, but, in the worst cases, little or nothing 
is done to restrainthem. In the interests, or supposed interests, of world 
peace, the German anti-Jewish tyranny is apparently hidden away while 
statesmen hobnob with the perpetrators of an unheard-of crime. What 
an encouragement to Jew-oppression everywhere! If the “richer 
Jews *’ raised colossal sums to emigrate their Polish brethren—and 
emigration is what Mr. Lansbury proposes—their efforts would be 
Continued on next page 
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unavailing, for every country would slam its doors in the emigrants’ 
faces—including South Africa, which Jewish brains and enterprise have 
done so much to build up. Nothing is being done to implement the 
Minorities Treaties and those cure-alls for Jewish suffering are openly 
stamped in the mud. The League of Nations is preparing to cast off 
the burden of the care for refugees. Even the Jewish National Home 
in which rich and poor Jews have toiled to “mitigate’’ the position 
of their afflicted brethren is now in the melting pot. And if any 
redistribution of territory were to take place in obedience to dictatorial 
clamour, there is no certainty that countless more Jews would not, as 
a result, pass, sooner or later, from freedom into slavery. 


IN a word, Mr. Lansbury should realise that it is not the Jews who are 
in default in this terrible problem but other peoples, and I would beg him, 
with all respect and deference, not to confuse the issue by sending his 
appzal to the wrong address. If the situation of the Jews is, as he truly 
says, appalling, let him call on those who can to remedy it. And, above 
all, let him recognise, as I feel sure that he must, that this is a matter 
which the world cannot, in its own interests, ignore. It is all very well 
to cry ‘‘hush! hush !’’ whenever Jewish sufferings are mentioned, lest 
the cause of Peace be prejudiced. Peace cannot be bought by the 
sacrifice of justice and the defiance of the moral law. The betrayal will 
exact punishment sooner or later, far or near. The world is one, morally. 
Moral deterioration in any country affects all peoples in the long run, 
besides creating difficulties of a material kind. Dictatorial cackle about 
self-sufficiency is as futile in the spiritual as in the economic sphere. In 
both, all peoples are ‘‘members of on: another.’’ That is the tocsin 
warning that ought to be sounded to-day. Heard and heeded, the 
Jewish difficulties would indeed be mitigated. Short of that, and 
however the. Jewish problem is minimised or slurred over, there 
will be no real or lasting peace, for the nations are but ploughing the 
sarids. Let me emphasise, in conclusion, that in what has been written 
above there is no belittling of Mr. Lansbury’s purity of motive and ardour 
for social justice. A lifetime of selfless efforis in the human cause would 
belie such imputations, if they were made. All I am concerned about 
is that he should See things steadily and sez them whole—and that he 
should speak accordingly in the ears of men ! 


*.* Since the above was written, Mr. Lansbury has sent a letter to THe Times, 
in which ke says that he has not Hansird at hand at the moment of 
writing, but wishes to say that his real object was to let “* world Jewry’’ 
know that ** a very great deal more must be don: by Jews and Gentiles if 
the terrib'e plight of Jews in Mid and South-Eastern Europe is not to 
become desperate.”’ He adds that no one knows better what splendid help 
has been given by the Society of Friends and al Jews, and should hate 
it to be thought that hz in any way belittled their sacrifices and work. 
As to this, I need only say that, as stated above, the sentence about “* the 
richer Jews *’ 13 taken from the Hansard report. There was no referencs 
in it to the duty of Gentiles to “ mitigate the situation.’’ Nor was any 
recognition offered of what Jews had done to allay the sufferings of East 
European Jewry. Iam glad, of course, that the recognition has now come, 
even if it is belated. But it does not detract from the regret evoked by a 
speech which insufficiently emphasised Poland’s responsibility for the 
plight of her Jews, threw upon world Jewry a task they have not earned by 
their own conduct, and tended to obscure, as I have said, the fundamental 
truth that the Jewish question 1s first and foremost a Christian question. 
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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


STAMMERING RELIGION 


“ And Moses spoke before the Lord, saying: Behold, the Children 
of Israel have not hearkened unto me; how then shall Pharaoh hear 
me, who am of uncircumcised lips?” | 

Few passages of the Bible contain a more significant message for 
our times than this verse. It touches the very heart of our modern 
problems. Israel hath not hearkened; how shall Pharaoh hear? 
Moses is “of uncircumcised lips”; the man who has to preach the 
world’s greatest religious truths utters a stammering message; what 
hope is there for his mission of redemption to succeed? Is this not 
a picture of our own age? Does it not mirror the inner cause and 
illumine the deeper meaning of our modern tragedy? 

Let us consider the last thought of our text first: “who am of 
uncircumcised lips.” He that would sunder the chains of bondage, 
be they physical or spiritual, declares the future Teacher of Israel, 
must not speak in faltering accents. The voice that speaks in the 
name of God must be crystal clear; its words fluent; its message 
coherent and compelling. Only if the teacher be himself like an angel 
of the Lord of Hosts, declare the Sages, should Torah be sought at 
his mouth. 

A truly noble, a sublime conception of the meaning of religion. 
Moses understood it. The Prophets understood it.- The very 
realisation of the exalted nature of their mission befitted them. for 
this task and enabled them to deliver their message unfalteringly and 
unflinchingly. But how many to-day possess their moral stature and 
spiritual calibre? How many have the insight or the courage to face 
the full implications of Biblical teaching? How many dare climb 
to the very summit of Jacob's ladder? The vast majority of believers, 
even the bulk of the exponents of religion, are fearful of venturing 
too far from the earthbound fashions and notions of the day. With 
a mist of verbiage, they try to blur the inescapable conclusions that 
perforce follow from true spiritual premfses; they seck to veil the 
blazing reality of ultimate religious consequences. Immutable 
spiritual ideals are made to mean all things to all men. Love 
is equated with hate; peace with war; humility with aggression: 
spirituality with gross materialism; civilisation with diabolical 
barbarism. So supine has religion been rendered at the hands of some 
of its protagonists, that there is no action so base which it will not be 
made to condone, if perpetrated in the name of local patriotism and 
supported by powerful local interests. Negative examples, the 
sins of omission, the culpable ‘silences, when a clarion-note of 
condemnation should have been uttered to reach the ends of the 
earth, when deeds would have spoken far louder than words—these 
are of daily occurrence and too well known to need mention. 

Is it to be wondered at that so many have come to despise religion: 
that they mock its stammering tongue and unseemly gyrations; that 
they pay little heed to the call of the shepherds, knowing full well 
that when the flock show determination, the shepherds, in most cases, 
will be quick to follow their lead? But stammering religion is not 
merely contemptible. In present-day circumstances it is criminal! 
For there is only one force than can redeem the world from its 
modern bondage. Only one power can free the world from its arrogant 
Pharaohs. It is the irresistible power of the spirit of Biblical religion 
——the spirit which teaches men to serve God and not Baal; to cherish 
freedom, not servitude; to love truth, not tendentious propaganda: 
to see in every human being, irrespective of colour, race, and creed, 
a brother, not a foe. Against the power of this spirit no weapon has 
been forged that can prevail. But have we the courage to give 
expression to it unfalteringly and unflinchingly? On the answer 
depends the future of civilisation. For the alternative is plague upon 
plague; war after war; till the world become a solitary pyramid 
en. mbing the race of man. 

But perhaps you query: To whom am I appealing? To those who 
will never see these words? To Pharaonic hearts that are incapable 
of softening? But who knows the ways of the seeds of thought driven 
by the winds of chance? Who knows where they may fall and 
flourish? Yet, chance aside, the moral has application nearer home. 
If the Children of Israel have not hearkened, how then shall Pharaoh 
hear? If the Kingdom of Priests fails to set an example of holiness, 
can we look for sanctity elsewhere? If the Prophetic People so often 
honours its own precepts in the breach, can we expect Pharaohs to 
listen? We have preached a great and historic Sermon; we have 
delivered 2 Divine Message to the world: “ It is not by might nor bv 
strength but by My Spirit, saith the Lord.” We have given to mankind 
the highest religious and ethical ideals. We have exhorted them to 
forsake materialism; to eschew egotism; to abandon aggression. We 
have enjoined holy days and purity of life. We have preached brother- 
hood and fellowship, saying: Love thy neighbour as thyself. The 
sermon is inefflably beautiful; but how halting the preacher! How 
stammering and hesitant the delivery! Not that we lack gifted orators. 
Indeed, we have an abundance of preachers, both clerical and lay, 
who never falter; sometimes they almost fail to stop. Their selt- 
assurance permits no hesitancy. Yet the sermon remains incoherent; 
too often even self-contradictory. For the sermon is a sermon of life. 
and we are all the preachers. It can be preached only in terms of 
life's daily activities and contacts. To be coherent and persuasive. 
it must be lived—bravely and idealistically. But who shall pay heed 
to religious injunctions which, in practice, are exemplified by 
materialistic speculation; to precepts of altruism which, in actual life, 
are expressed in terms of selfish pleasure-seeking; to commandments 
of brotherly love and fellowship illustrated by examples of unfraternal 
communal dissensions? 

Religion is the greatest adventure in which the human spirit can 
engage. It requires courage and faith. . The Battles of the Lord, 
no less, but rather more, than other struggles, imply risks and 
dangers. But the soldier of God is assured of ultimate victory for 
his cause, Let the preacher of religion be strong then. “Cry aloud, 
spare not, lift up thy voice like a horn!” Let Israel preach and 


hearken loyally. The Pharaohs shall then also hear; and the bondmen 
shall yet go free,

THE NEXT PALESTINE COMMISSION 
Another Nail in Partition’s Coffin ? 
LOOPHOLE FOR ALTERNATIVES 


{From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


Last week, I described Partition as “in full retreat.” How full. we 
can have an opportunity of gauging next week when the Government 
are expected to disclose the precise terms of reference which are to 
govern the labours of the new Royal Commission. Originally, its task 
was to have been confined to the implementing of the Partition scheme 
recommended by the late Lord Peel and his colleagues, with such 
minor boundary rectifications and other amendments as might be 
deemed expedient or legitimate on the basic priticiple of Partition. 

It is understood that the terms of reference as now settled by the 
Cabinet under the pressure of the Foreign Office and of the Service 
Departments, while possibly phrased in such a manner as to conceal 
the defeat, and save the face, of the sponsors of Partition, will imply a 
radical change—a loophole through which the new Commissioners 
would be enabled to consider and even to look for alternatives to 
Partition. Indeed, the predominant tendency in Government circles 
is towards a solution which could be founded in large measure on a 
preliminary Arab-Jewish agreement. 

This abandonment—by implication if not explicitly—is due to a 
variety of considerations: strategic, diplomatic, and economic. But 
it was always incredible that a British Government should insist on, 
and persist in, imposing a scheme rejected by the whole Arab world 
and by the greater portion of world Jewry, a scheme, too, which had 
failed to win the approval both of the British Parliament and of the 
League Council powers. 


Possibility of Modification 

In the Dat_y TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post on Wednesday, the 
Diplomatic Correspondent of that paper wrote: 

“The Government will publish about the middle of next week a 
White Paper containing the instructions it has drawn up for. the 
guidance of the new Commission to be sent to Palestine. The personnel 
of the Commission has not yet been disclosed. It was originally 
intended that a Commission should conduct on the spot discussions on 
the ways and means of best implementing the recommendations of the 
Peel Commission for tripartite partition of Palestine. 

“It will be found that the new Commission its to be given somewhat 
greater latitude, and that the scope of its work has in consequence 
been extended. 

“In framing the terms of reference the Government has had to bear 
in mind two broad considerations: that 

“ The recommendations of the Peel Commission were reached 
only after most careful consideration of the local problem in 
Palestine, and appeared to that body to offer the only feasible 
lines along which a solution might be reached, and 

“ The Peel plan is being utilised to work up strong anti-Pritish 
sentiment throughout the Arab world. 

“ This second consideration has been increasingly noticeable since 
the Royal Commission reported. Having weighed these aspects of 
the problem, the Government, I understand, has decided that it should 
not, at this stage, bang the door on all possibility of modification of 
the Peel plan.” 


Question te be Postponed ? 


The EVENING STANDARD on Tuesday stated that the Government was 
in two minds over its proposal to partition Palestine. 

“ During recent months,” it declared, “a strong section of Foreign 
Office opinion has become increasingly alarmed by the reactions to 
Partition. in the Mohammedan world, and is urging that, with so 
many dangers threatening European interests in the Far East, Britain 
cannot afford to make fresh difficulties for herself.in Palestine. Mr. 
Eden, despite these objections from his department, is still prepared 
to. support Mr. Ormsby-Geore and the Colonial Office, who wish to 
stand by their plans. The objectors, however, have found considerable 
backing in the Cabinet. 

“So far no decision has been reached,” the paper continued, “ but 
it is likely that the Commission which will shortly leave for Palestine, 
ostensibly to report on ways and means of introducing Partition, may 
be given wider terms of reference, and encouraged to make alternative 
proposals of its own. If this course should be taken, it is most likely 
that in the final résult the Government will Gecide to continue adminis- 
tering the Mandate on the present basis, and postpone for at ieast ten 
years any question of Partition,” 


Dr. Weizmann in Palestine 


In the course of a leading article welcoming Dr. Weizmann back to 
the country, the Pacestine Post of November 29th stated : shed 
“it has not been Dr. to separate himself 
from Palestine for lengthy periods, and his visits have usually been 
timed in connection with specific developments, whether material 


or anticipated. We shall probably not be reading too much into — 


his visit to-day if we regard it as an indication that the new body 
which the British Government announced it would appoint to 

. re a new scheme of partition is due shortly to arrive in 
Palestine. The Zionist Jeader would naturally consider it to be 
essential to meet the Commission here and to represent the Jewish 
viewpoint during its investigations.” 


BIG BATTLE IN THE NORTH 
Arab Bandits’ Heavy Casualties 
TWO BRITISH SOLDIERS KILLED 


[From our Correspondent—Jerusatem, December 27th] 


An engagement has been proceeding in Northern Palestine (between . 
Nazareth and Safed) since Thursday last. So far, it is estimated that 
forty-five Arab brigands have been killed. There have been six 
casualties among the troops involved, Lt. K. J. Mountain and Pte. J. FP. 
Creasey being killed and four others wounded. 

The action began as the result of “ cleaning-up “ operations in this 
area, which resulted in a large number of Arab terrorists, estimated

to be between 200 and 300, being driven together in the hills. Troops, 
police, Transjordan Frontier Force units, and the Royal Air Force took 
part. The French authorities in Syria were warned of the possibility 
of the terrorists trying to escape over the Northern border, and 
preventive measures were taken. 

This is the biggest operation of its kind since the end of the Arab 
strike last year, and would appear to indicate that the Military 
Authorities are determined to wipe out the gangs which have for so 
long terrorised the Northern districts of Palestine. 


ANOTHER WEEK OF CRIME 


Three More Deaths Reported 
ATTACKS ON OMNIBUSES 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, December 24th] 


Some forty shots were fired at a Jewish-owned truck between Kfar 
Hachoresh and Nahalal, in the Nazareth hills, yesterday morning, but 
there were no casualties. In the afternoon, shots were fired at Kibbutz 
Elonim and at a Jewish omnibus. One settler, Simon Nissanoff, was 
hit and slightly injured in the leg. The driver of an Arab omnibus 
which came into the line of fire was also hurt. 

The police headquarters bulletin reports a crop of crime for the 
week ended to-day. Shooting outrages, ambushes, robberies, and 
various kinds of “ offences against the person and property ” numbered 
close on a hundred, reaching their peak during the last few days. 

This morning, two Jewish sextons of the “ Chevra Kadisha ” (Burial 
Society) in Jerusalem were riding their donkeys near St. Stephen's 
Gate, under the shadow of the Old City’s eastern wall and opposite - 
the Garden of Gethsemane, when shots were fired at them. The 
father was slightly injured, but his son, Eliahu Mintz, had to be 
detained in hospital. The two men, typical pre-War Jewish residents 
of Jerusalem, were on their way to the Beth-Olam on the Mount of 


_Olives when the attack occurred. Two Arabs were subsequently * 
arrested as a result of police-dog tracking; one was found to have . 


been released two days earlier after acquittal of a charge of firing at 


a party of Jewish labourers on October 29th and wounding one of | 
them. 
The funeral was held yesterday morning of Joseph Ben-Isaac Shimon, ~ 


aged twenty-five, a Persian Jew living in Jerusalem, who was shot and 
fatally injured during the ambush of an “ Egged ” omnibus, travelling 
from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalém, two nights previously, near the “ Seven 
Sisters " bends in the mountains above Motza, some five miles west of 
Jerusalem. The spot has been renamed “Ambush Corner” among” 
the travelling public. 
About a mile from this spot, shots were fired at two omnibuses, . 
ome from the Palestine Quarries, Ltd., plant and the other from Tel- 
Aviv, both proceeding to Jerusalem, night. No one was hit, " 


alghough one of the bullets passed through the open windows of the » 
Tel-Aviv-Jerusalem bus. ; 
The murders of Arabs during the week included one in the village 
of Beit Ummar, between Bethichem and Hebron, on Tuesday night, © 
and another in Aqraba village, between Nablus and Jenin, last night. 
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Both men were killed in the same way—terrorists summoned them to 
the doors of their houses and then shot them dead. 

A bomb was thrown at a café in Haifa on Saturday. A British 
soldier showed great presence of mind by picking up the bomb and 
throwing it on to a piece of waste ground, where it exploded without 
doing any damage. The thrower escaped. 

Nine Jews, whose homes are at Karkur and Hedera and who were 
arrested on September 2nd, were released from Acre prison on Tuesday. 
Twenty-five Arabs have also been released. 


WORK OF THE MILITARY COURTS 
29 Cases, 26 Convictions 


[From our Correspondent—JeRUSALEM, December 24th] 


With several more cases pending, the Military Courts in Palestine 
had, up to yesterday, heard twenty-nine cases under the new Defence 
(Military Courts) Regulations, 1937, and of these there had been 
twenty-six convictions. The trials were held in Jerusalem, Haifa, 
Nazareth, and Nablus. 

The convictions of twenty-six persons were as follows: sentenced to 
death, three; life imprisonment, thirteen; ten years’ imprisonment, two; 
and terms ranging up to seven years, eight. 

One of those sentenced to death was executed, another was reprieved 
and the sentence commuted to life imprisonment, while the sentence 
of the third has yet to be confirmed by the General Officer Command- 
ing. A Beersheba woman sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment was 
ordered to be released on suspension of sentence, in view of special 
circumstances. Three of the twenty-nine were acquitted owing to 
insufficient evidence. 

The Military Courts came into operation on November 18th, and 
the record above is good, considering the short period intervening. 
It will, however, take some time before the full effect of these new 
regulations is apparent and the lawless elements realise what faces 
them if they persist in their violence. 


VILLAGE HEADMEN DEPLORE OUTRAGES 
Call on Jewish Community Leader 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


An interesting commentary upon the desire of the general Arab 
population for amicable relations with the Jewish residents of Eretz 
Yisrael is afforded by an incident which occurred in Jerusalem on 
Sunday, December 19th, and which ts revealed here for the first time. 

During the week preceding that date, Eliahu Giladi, a founder and 
settler in the Raraat Rachel kibbutz, above the south-eastern suburb of 
Talpioth, was walking to catch a bus when an Arab, half-seen in the 
dusk, hailed him in Hebrew, “ Wait a moment.” Giladi paused, and 
in that fraction of time the Arab whipped out a revolver and shot him. 
He was taken to hospital, where he still lies, in a serious condition. 

A couple of days later, Mr. Mordecai Caspi, a well-known local 
merchant and Chairman of the Talpioth Suburban Council, received 
news at his office that four Arabs were waiting for him at his home 
and wanted to see him. On arriving, he found the mukhtars (headmen) 
of Zur Baher, the Arab village lying on the hillsides east of Talpioth. 

They expressed to Mr. Caspi their deep abhorrence at the attack on 
Giladi and assured him that none in Zur Baher had been responsible. 
They voiced the fervent wish to be on neighbourly térms with the 
residents of Talpioth, and said that, as a sign of their good faith, they 
had instructed all the villagers not to use an alternative route but. when 


going to town, to pass through Talpioth to show they trusted their 
Jewish neighbours. 


BEN GURION ON ARAB-JEWISH TALKS 
** Political Blackmail ”’ 


At a Press conference held last week at the offices of the Jewish 
Agency in Jerusalem, Mr. Ben Gurion, replying to questions regarding 
the rumours about Arab-Jewish negotiations and also on the attitude 
of the Agency towards activities in connection with the establishment 
of the Jewish State, made an important declaration. 

Mr. Ben Gurion said that the Zionist Movement had always been 
ready to accept a fair agreement with the Arabs, but the rumours 
circulated in Arab quarters about talks with the Jews which suggested 
that the Jews had agreed to minority status in Palestine represented 
political ‘blackmail, and were intended to produce confusion among 
the Jews and in Great Britain. The very demand for a minority 
status for the Jews precluded the possibility of negotiations. The Jews, 
he said, would never agree to the establishment of a ghetto in Palestine 
or to the fettering of Jewish growth and development. 

_The question of the establishment of a Jewish State, he said, would 
be determined at the next Congress, and during the immediate interim 
the Jewish Agency was faced with the duties of preserving their rights 
under the Mandate as long as there was no other regime to which the 
Jew Could agree, 


VAAD LEUMI OPPOSES MINORITY STATUS 


. The Vaad Leumi (the Jewish National Council) issued a statement 
On Tuesday regarding reports “proving  dnti-Zionist intrigues in 
Jewish and non-Jewish circles” for introducing a”humerus ¢lausus 
ip Palestine and establishing the Jews:as a permanent minority. 

_ The statement declares that only the Jewish Agency and the Vaad 
Leumi are competent to negotiate politically. It repudiates all “ non- 
competent” negotiators as causing consternation in the Yishuy 
and in the Diaspora, and as liable to deceive the British public. 

_ The statement finally asserts that the Yishuv will never agree to any 
Propositions preventing the Jews from building ~ their own State in 


their own land,” 
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ITALIAN PROPAGANDA IN PALESTINE 


Deliberate Attempt to Oust Britain 
GOVERNMENT TO TAKE MEASURES 


Before the House of Commons rose for the Christmas recess, Lieur.- 
Com. FietcHer (Lab., Nuneaton) raised the question of Italian anti- 
British propaganda and the allied subject of British news services. 
The point up to which this propaganda could be ‘treated with 
contempt, he said, had long ago passed. The Bari wireless station 
persistently sought to stir up discontent in Palestine. It was notorious 
that Italian money had subsidised the unrest in Palestine, and the 
Italian Government had a direct share of responsibility for the loss of 
life, the damage to property, and the assassinations which had taken 
place in Palestine. A Palestine correspondent of THe Times had 
reported that the Italians repeatedly published exaggerated and wilfully 
false news concerning Palestine, and that use was made of Italian 
propaganda to impress English opinion with the importance of con- 
ciliating the Arab world. According to this lying campaign in the 
Italian Press, there had been a “ ruthless policy of terrorism,” “ dyna- 
miters,” “ harems searched, women outraged,” “ruthless British sup- 
pression,” “spreading destruction and devastation in the Holy Land.” 

The Italian Press propaganda had been followed up and magnified 
in the German Press, combined with most bitter attacks on the Foreign 
Secretary. This was an intolerable interference with the affairs of 
another country engaged in a task of very great difficulty in Palestine. 
Libellous and abusive radio attacks, holding us‘ up to the scorn and 
hatred of the Moslems, were directly inspired and subsidised by the 
Italian Government and were given in sixteen languages. This was 
all part of a plan for substituting Italian for British influence in the 
Eastern Mediterranean and the Near East. 


An Example 


Italian agents practically gave away radio sets to cafés where Arabs 
sat every night, and since December Ist, talks in Arabic were given 
daily instead of bi-weekly. An example from a recent broadcast 
talk to Malta was as follows: “ The Empire of the English ts decadent. 
The British Fleet is a museum piece. Mr. Eden is a clown in the hands 
of the Masons.” We could smile at that sort of thing, but he was afraid 
that turning the other cheek and laughing in our sleeve was not under- 
stood in the Mediterranean. Englishmen and English journalists 
abroad were unanimous in saying that we could no longer afford to 
ignore what was going on. The cinema was being extensively used for 
propaganda, and 90 per cent. of the news reels in the Near East showed 
Italian films glorifying Italian military strength and the might of the 
Italian Navy,:with plenty of “close-ups” of Mussolini registering 
“resolution.” British news films, on the contrary, showed such incidents 
as “ Women’s lacrosse at Weston-super-Mare” or “ Glasgow's Lord 
Provost Opens new Poor Law institution.” It was idle to deny that the 
clever and unscrupulous methods being used were having their effect. 
Money was similarly being spent in Arabia, and he knew himself that 
money was being spent in Egypt to corrupt politicians there. Italian 
propaganda was now going on in Saudi Arabia. It was said that Ibn 
Saud was being incited by Italian agents to attack the Yemen, whilc 
at the same time there were reports that Italy had signed a contract to 
furnish arms to the Yemen in return for their acceptance of Iialan 
military and civilian advisers. 


Government Reply 


In reply Viscounr CRaNBORNE (Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs) assured the House that an official of the B.B.C. had been 
to South America to study particular aspects of broadcasting in Spanish 
and Portuguese. His report was now under consideration. Much of 
it was confidential, and it was not proposed to publish it. The general 
question of a British news service was under examination by a special 
committee of the Cabinet, under the chairmanship of the Minister of 
Health, which would report to the Cabinet. If the representations 
that had recently been made to the Italian Government were not 
effective, it was clear that, sooner or later, H.M. Government must 
take further measures. They had taken certain measures, and they 
would not hesitate to take whatever measures were necessary or 
appropriate. 

The B.B.C.'s first news in foreign languages will be broadcast in Arabic on 
Monday next, from 6 to 6.15 p.m. (G.M.T.), on a wave-length of 31.32 metres. 
From Tuesday onwards, regular daily transmissions will be broadcast, preceded 
from 5.20 p.m. by the normal short-wave programme with Arabic announcements. 

Davar, the organ of the Palestine Labour Federation, reports from Arab 
sources that fifteen Arab youths have recently left for Germany to study Nazi 
ideology. The paper states that the expenses of the tour are to be covered by 
the German Ministry of Propaganda. 


CO-ORDINATING CHARITABLE WORK 
Social Welfare Centre in Tel-Aviv 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


It was about ten years ago that your correspondent drew attention 
to the wastefulness of unorganised charitable collections and con- 
tributions in Palestine and advocated the creation of a féderation of 
Jewish charities, which would serve as a representative body both as 
regards the institutions affiliated ahd the dénots‘themselves. A particu- 
larly repellant feature of this haphazard system was the numerous 
appeals from different organisations which were sent abroad to 
bewilder people with no knowledge of conditions in Eretz Yisrael. _ 
_ Something approaching an ideal organisation has now been achieved 
in Tel-Aviv, where the need for reducing the expenses incurred by 
charitable bodies has led to the formation of-a Social Welfare Centre, 
a kind of federation of charity donors, People may pay a lump sum 
to the Centre and designate the charities to which they wish the money 
applied: it will save them the irritation of repeated solicitations; and, 
on the other hand, the Centre will be able to indicate those institutions 
which ase worthy of assistance, Moreover, by a judicious system of 
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publicity, public interest and research in the field of social service 
will be stimulated. 

This departure represents something new in the sphere of public 
charitable enterprise. The organisers had previously attempted to 
organise the institutions themselves into a federation so as to eliminate 
duplication and annoyance of the public. When this failed, it was 
decided to approach the problem from a different angle, namely, by 
organising the contributors and inviting membership by the public. 
It was felt that in this way a more general measure of public control 
would be exercised over institutions, some of which, to say the least, 
prey upon the credulous. 

The preliminary expenditure incurred in the establishment of the 
new “ Contributors’ Centre ~ has been defrayed by supporters of the 
scheme. The temporary Committee consists of Mr. Alex. Epstein, 
formerly of Liverpool, and now District Officer. Palestine Civil 
Service, for Tel-Aviv, as Chairman: Dr. Harry S. Davidowitz, of 
the U.S.A., Vice-Chairman; Mr. Max. A. Greenburg, U.S.A., Hon. 
Treasurer; Mr. Moses B. Levin, U.S.A., Hon. Secretary; and Messrs. 
R Nussbaum, Germany, and S. Turtledove, South Africa. as members. 


THE EXCAVATIONS NEAR TEL-AVIV 
Ancient Precautions Against Pirates 
PRESERVATION OF SITE SUGGESTED

In a recent issue, your correspondent reported on the excavations 
which had been undertaken by Dr. E. L. Sukenik on behalf of the 
Hebrew University on the te// or mound on the North Tel-Aviv sea- 
shore in the vicinity of the Reading power-house of the Palestine 
Electric Corporation. The work has been financed by Mr. P. 
Rutenberg, manz ging director of the Palestine Electric Corporation. 

Further particulars are now available. During the month since work 
was Started, part of a building has been excavated, the remaining wall 
of which stands about four-and-a-half metres high. It is constructed 
of dressed sandstone and the remains of a tower project from it. Large 
parts of this building were destroyed long ago, but the existing sections 
make it clear that the whole was once a fortress containing a number 
of rooms. 

It seems that the fortress served to prevent pirates from conducting 
raids up the River Yarkon and inte the countryside. A preliminary 
examination of the potsherds found showed that the fortress was 
built at some time near the beginning of the first millennium B.c.£., 
which would make it about 3,000 years old. 

Various ancien{ remains first came to light about a year ago when 
the Palestine Electric Corporation began building operations. Among 
these remains was a siructure the walls of which are built alternately 
of piers of ashlar and of sections of rubble-stone, a characteristic 
type of masonry known from Megiddo, where tt belongs to the Israelite 
period, and from Tell Abu Hawan, where it ts of a later date, i.c., from 
the period of the Persian domination of Palestine. 

Present excavations have uncovered two layers, giving indications of 
fires and of walis running in various directions, which reveal the 
history of the successive changes that the place underwent. Besides 
the Persian building, there are remains of the Roman and Byzantine 
periods, and also some of late Arab date. 

The Hebrew University authorities mention Il Chronicles, ii, 15 
and Ezra, iit, 7, as possible evidence concerning the use of the site. 

It is suggested that it might be well worth while preserving the ruins 
as a historical monument. 


JERUSALEM RESIDENT DIES AT 115

A Jewess, who was probably the oldest resident of Eretz Yisrael, has 
just died here at the ripe old age of 115 in the full possession of her 
faculties. She was Mrs. Shema Leah Cohen, who came to Jerusalem 
in 1862 from Pinsk, tn Russia, where she ‘was born. 

During the latter part of last century Mrs. Cohen and her late 
husband became renowned for their acts of philanthropy towards 
needy Jewish immigrants from Europe. She spared no efiort on their 
behalf and took their cases, where victimisation occurred, as frequently 
happened in those times, to the Turkish police superintendent. 

It was always “open house ™ at her residence in the Old City for 
the paupers of the city. Some twenty years ago she left the walled 
city and went to live in Mishkenoth, one of the Western Jerusalem 
residential quarters. 

Mrs. Cohen retained a keen memory to the last, and provided local 
historians with a wealth of personal reminiscence and general recollec- 
tions over the past three generations during which she lived here. 
Many regarded her as an authority on the chronicles of the pre- 
War Jewish Community and she was frequently consulted. 

One of her sons was a physician both in Palestine and abroad until 
his death some years ago. 


NEW SHIPPING LINE FORMED 
Work for Jewish Sailors

Arrangements are nearing completion for the inauguration of a new 
shipping service between North America and Palestine, to consist 
of four passenger-cargo vessels averaging 18,000 tons displacement 
each. The steamers will be registered in Canada and sail under the 
Canadian flag. They will operate between New York, the Azores, 
Lisbon, Marseilles, Piraeus, Istanbul, Beirut, Haifa, Tel-Aviv, Jaffa, 
and Alexandria.

PROTECTION OF LOYAL ARABS 


Grant to Beersheba 


Mr. J. C. Wepowoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the 
Colonial Secretary in the House of Commons last week whether the 
loyal Arabs as well as the Jewish farmers in Palestine had appealed 
for the right to have arms to defend themselves; and would he grant 
such request, 

Mr. Ormssy-Gore said: “ I have not received any such requests. So 
far as I am aware, the issue of licences for the possession of arms in 
Palestine in all approved cases has not been suspended.” 

Mr. Wedgwood: “ Will he ask whether these applications have been 
made to the Government in Palestine if not to him and would he 
indicate how many more people have got to be murdered before they 
are allowed to defend themselves?” 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: “I think that in all cases where the Government 
have reason to believe that the arms will not be passed on, but will be 
securely retained and not fall into the hands of those guilty of 
outrages, applications have been approved. I know that in Beersheba, 
a large number of Arabs have arms.” 

Mr. Wedgwood also asked the Colonial Secretary on what grounds 
£4,000 had been granted to the Arabs of Beersheba to help with their 
planting; and whether he was satisfied that such payments were 
desirable in the interests of law and order. Mr. Ormsby-Gore, 
in reply, said: “ The expenditure of £5,000 for relief works in the 
southern district of Palestine has recently been approved, and part 
of this sum will be applied to the relief of distress in certain areas 
of the Beersheba district due to a 75 per cent. crop failure this season. 
In reply to the second part of the question, I am certainly satisfied that 
- prevention of agricultural distress is in the interest of law. and 
order.” 

Mr. Wedgwood: “ Is the Minister satisfied that this is not a payment 
jn order to prevent them cutting the telegraph wires?” 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: “ Certainly.”

THE PUBLIC HEALTH OF TEL-AVIV 


Tr is understood that there is'a possibility of the Tel-Aviv Munici. 
pality shortly obtaining a loan of £P250,000 from a leading British 
insurance company for the purpose of building a Town Hall, schools. 
and roads, and for the installation of a subsidiary drainage and water 
supply. Mr. W. J. Johnson, the Government Treasurer, has expressed 
agreement in principle with the proposal. 

In the House of Commons last week, before the recess. 
Lt.-Cot. Sir Water Smices (Con., Blackburn) asked the Colonia! 
Secretary whether he was aware that in the town of Tel-Aviv the 
sewage system is inadequate and endangers the health of the popula- 
tion, and the water supply is deficient; and what steps would be taken 
to prevent any epidemic breaking out in Tel-Aviv due to these 
deficiencies. Mr. Ormspy-Gore wrote in reply: “The defects to which 
my honourable and gallant friend calls attention have been brought 
to my notice. Plans for the provision of an improved dratnage system 
and ‘water supply for Tel-Aviv have been prepared by consulting 
engineers, but further progress depends on the completion of satis- 
factory financial arrangements. In the meantime, I have no doubt 
that the Department of Health, in collaboration with the Municipality, 
are taking all practicable steps to safeguard the public health,”

MUFTI STILL INTRIGUING ? 


The Syrir, of Beyrout, recently quoted a: letter from an alleged 
member of the Mufti'’s entourage denouncing attempts to supplant the 
Mufti in favour of another Arab chief as leader of the Palestine Arabs. 
He opposes strongly the argument that the Mufti is subjected to strict 
control as a political refugee in the Lebanon, which prevents him from 
engaging in political affairs. In point of fact, said the writer, the 
Mufti has not given up and is able to continue as leader of the Arab 
movement in Palestine, maintaining contact with Nationalist circles 
in Palestine and the Arab world. The letter declares that the Muft 
has been received twice by the Syrian High Commissioner and has 
lunched with the President of the Lebanese Council, and contends 
that the Mufti is not bound by any political conditions. 


TERRORISTS CAUSE LOSS TO IRAQ 


Following numerous acts of sabotage against the Mosul-Haifa oil 
pipe-line, the Committee for the Defence of Palestine in Baghdad 
recently renewed its appeal to the Palestine terrorists to spare the pipe- 
line, interference with which, it was declared, caused loss to the Iraq 
Exchequer. It is reported, according to the Agence d'Orient, that the 
Iraq Government has approached the British Embassy on the question 
of the strengthening of the pipe-line guard. 


LAND OF ISRAEL NEWS ITEMS

THe Court of Appeal on Thursday, December 23rd, confirmed the 
death sentences passed on December’ 14th on two Arabs, of the 
notorious village of Miskeh, near Tulkarm, for the wilful murder 
on February Ist this year of Mendel Mintz, a Jewish truck-driver. 
on the Kfar Saba highway. This is the first case since the beginning o! 
the 1936 disturbances in which Arabs convicted for the murder of 4 
Jew have been sentenced to death. 


SiR RonaLp Storrs, formerly Governor of Jerusalem, has arrived 
on a visit to Egypt, where he will spend the greater part of January. 
It is not expected at present that he will visit Palestine. 


THE Agence d’Orient reports that the Nashashibi Party is making 
great efforts to call a new Arab congress and to establish a Political 
Executive under the presidency of Ragheb Bey Nashashibi. It is also 
stated that the Arab refugees in Syria and the Lebanon are planning 
to hold a Moslem congress in Damascus. The Syrian Government 
has declared, however, that it cannot authorise the holding of the 


congress until after the ratification by the French Parliament of the 
Franco-Syrian Treaty,

CONFERENCE OF YOUNG MIZRACHISTS 
“United Opposition to Partition ” 
CO-OPERATION WITH YOUTH MOVEMENTS APPROVED 

Uncompromising opposition to Partition was expressed by the 


eleventh conference of the Young Mizrachi Organisation of Great 


Britain and Ireland, which opened last Saturday night in the Ernst 
Schiff Hall, 4, St. James's Place, E.C. 


On the Saturday morning, a Mizrachi Youth Service, conducted 


by members of the Organisation, was held at the New Synagogue, 
Stamford Hill. Mr. A. Plaskow and Mr. J. Richman acted as Readers 
and the Rev. H. Bornstein preached the sermon. In the afternoon, 
an Oneg Shabbat was held in the Marcus Samuel Hall attached to the 
Synagogue, and the conference was opened on Saturday evening by 
Mr. C. Sklan, the delegates and visitors first standing in memory of 
those who had fallen victims in Palestine to Arab terrorism. 

Mr. A. Bornstein, Chairman of the Executive of the Mizrachi 
Fedezation of Great Britain and Ireland, speaking for the Mizrachi 
World Organisation, stressed the pitiable plight of Jewry in Germany 
and Poland and, dealing with the position in Palestine, urged the vital 
necessity for moral and financial support to be given to the Yishuv. 
On the subject of Partition, he declared that no one had the right or 
the power to give up even an inch of land, and Orthodox Jewry was 
pledged to fight the scheme. Mr. Bornstein also spoke of the vital 


importance of building up Palestine in accordance with the traditional 
laws of Judaism. 


Mr. M. Edelbaum brought greetings on behalf of the Torah 
Va Avodah movement, to which the Young Mizrachi Organisation is 
affiliated: Dr. Judith Liebermann (daughter of Rabbi Meir Berlin) 
spoke for the Education Department of the Mizrachi Organisation; 
Mr. David Petergorski for the Hapoel Hamizrachi of Canada and the 
United States; Mr. M. Richman for the Brit Chalutzim Datiim (the 
Mizrachi Chalutz movement); Mr. Michael Levy for the United Shekel 


Committee: and Mr. W. Frankel for the Council of the Orthodox 
Jewish Youth Society. 


Palestine to be Spiritual Centre 


Dr. Myer Fisher, a member of the Executive of the English Mizrachi 
Federation, in the course of his address, declared that a national 
revival without religious inspiration, a return to the soil without a 
return to its soul, and a return with the Torah in galut would be a 
ghastly mockery. But, he said, the fact that their people had settled 
in Eretz Yisrael had now given them a golden opportunity for the 
realisation of Judaism. The world still sought inspiration from the 
Jew, and that mspiration must come from the spiritual centre of 
Palestine. 

Mr. Leo. Grosskopf, of Manchester, presided over Sunday morning's 
session, at which Mr. C. Sklan submitted the report of the Executive. 
The report opened with reference to the trying and tragic time which 
the Jewish people were experiencing and to the fact that the Yishuv 
had continued to maintain heroic discipline in the face of continued 
terrorism and murder. Of particular pride to them was the estab- 
lishment recently of the Poel Mizrachi settlement, “ Tirat Zvi,” in the 
Beisan district, which was a Jewish outpost surrounded by Arab 
territory. A number of their settlers there had already suffered at Arab 
hands. The report recorded its pride that a leader of British religious 
Jewry, a Mizrachist, had been appointed to the Chicf Rabbinate of 
Palestine. 

There had been a rise in membership, a society had been formed in 
Leeds, and there had been formed in North London a large group 
of Bnei Akiva. The Society in North-West London had also recom- 
menced its activities. Educational work had been left to the direction 
of individual societies, particularly in the Provinces, and an Executive 
Sub-Committee, which had had fruitful results, was set up some months 
ago to help reorganise certain societies. Financial and other limitations 
had prevented their undertaking large-scale propaganda, but public 
meetings had been arranged in each of the provincial towns (except 
Dublin) where there were societies. The Summer School had proved 
of propaganda value, as had some of their social functions. Reference 
was also made to the propaganda value of Hamuzrachi, and the report 
drew attention to the various fund-raising activities. The Organisa- 
tion had continued to participate in the Council of Orthodox Jewish 
Youth, which had not yet become fully active. 


Resolution on New Constitution 


The financial report was submitted by Mr. J. Richman, and reports 
were also presented by a number of representatives of various con- 
stituent societies. In the afternoon, addresses were delivered by Mr. 
C. Sklan, on “ Organising a Mizrachi Society,” by Mr. E. Halevy, on 
“ The Present Political Situation,” and by Mr. Petergorski, on “ The 
Hapoel Hamizrachi Ideology,” after which a resolution was carried 
on the new.constitution which was submitted for adoption: The main 
points in this constitution were that the name of the Organisation shall 
be the Young Mizrachi Organisation of Great Britain and Ireland— 
Tnuat Torah V’Avodah; and the objects were “ to assist the upbuild- 
ing of the Jewish National Home in Eretz Yisrael upon the basis of 
oe Torah and tradition and to strengthen Orthodox Judaism im the 

laspora,”” 


. The various commissions went into conference for the rest of the 
session. 


In the evening, a reception in honour of the delegates and visitors 
was given by the Executive at the Indian Restaurant, Victory House 
Ballroom, 99-101, Regent Street, W., the host and hostess being Mr. 
and Mrs. M. Persoff. Among those present were Rabbi Dr. H. 
Freedman, of Manchester, and Dr. Altman, of the Hague Mizrachi. 


The Commissions resumed their deliberations on Monday morning, 
and an address was delivered by Mr. M. Edelbaum on “ The Mizrachi 
Conference and the Zionist Congress.” In the afternoon, Mr. M. 
Persoff, speaking on “Keren Hachalutz shel Hamizrachi,” moved a 
fesolution, which was subsequently carried, that instead of sending 
funds to be utilised by the Poel Hamizrachi as they thought fit, they 
should raise funds for a specific object, namely, the building of a Beth 
Hapoalim in Tel-Aviv. The conference pledged itself to raise £1,500 
for that purpose. 

Mr. Silverstone moved the political resolutions on behalf of the 
Political Commission, which were adopted. They included resolutions 
demanding that the Mandate for Palestine should be continued; that 
the conference rejected all schemes or policies involving the partition 
of Eretz Yisrael and demanded that the whole of historic Eretz Yisrael 
be open to development by the Jewish people. 

Conference also urged that H.M. Government revert to the principle 
whereby the cconomic absorptive capacity shall alone be the deter- 
mining factor in the fixing of the Immigration Schedule, and demanded 
that the Government take all measures necessary to maintain law and 
order in Palestine. The recent better understanding between the 
Mizrachi Federation and the Zionist Federation was welcomed. 


The “ Divine Rights” to Palestine 

In submitting those resolutions, Mr. Silverstone said it was a matter 
of principle whether the Jewish people had the right to relinquish their 
claim to any part of historic Eretz Yisrael. The rights which the Jewish 
people claimed in Palestine were granted in their Torah and traditions, 
and it must not be thought that these rights had been created by any 
political acts, even by those of the world Powers. The Balfour Declara- 
tion and the policy embodied in the Mandate only gave legal status 
to those rights and signified that the civilised world also recognised 
those Divine rights. The Mizrachi were totally opposed to the whole 
principle of Partition. A resolution, moved by Mr. A. A. Stein, was 
also carried, making it clear that “ the Executive of the Jewish Agency 
has been empowered only to explore the proposed Partition scheme 
with the Government and that in no circumstances had it the right, 
either directly or indirectly, to commit the Jewish people to an 
acceptance of any form of Partition.” 

The conference also authorised the Young Mizrachi Organisation to 
co-operate with the Federation of Zionist Youth, Ziona, Hechalutz, 
and Habonim upon the basis of the terms arrived at between them; 
which were fully discussed by the conference. The new Committee, 
it was suggested, should be called ““Mercaz HaNoar HaZioni,” “ The 
Central Committee of Young Zionist Organisations.”

REPRISALS AGAINST ARAB TERRORISM 


From Professor S. BRODETSKY 
(Member of World Zionist Executive) 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,— Mr. Jacobi now adduces, in support of his allegation against Mr. 
Shertok, a report in a Revisionist paper, BA-MAARAKHA, published a week 
after the speech in which, according to Mr. Jacobi, Mr. Shertok blamed 
elements outside the Agency for the supposed acts of retaliation. The 
Ba-MAARAKHA is an obscure sheet which appears fitfully and from time to 
time in Tel-Aviv. It is clear from Mr. Shertok’s cable published in your 
last issue that he had not seen the report in BA-MAARAKHA, and it seéms 
equally clear that Mr. Jacobi himself was unaware of its existence, at any 
rate until December 3rd, for on that date he wrote: “It is to the credit 
of the Palestine papers that they did not reproduce Mr. Shertok’s statement.” 
Mr. Jacobi offers no satisfactory explanation of why no other paper in 
Palestine reported this alleged statement, if it was ever made, nor does he 
produce anything in support of his allegation that this statement was 
connected with the arrests made more than two months later. 

In these circumstances, nothing more need be said with regard to Mr. 
Jacobi’s demand for an impartial investigation; it seems clear enough that 
there is nothing to investigate.

ARAB-JEWISH RELATIONS 


From Mr. LEON SIMON, C.B. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—-Perhaps you will kindly permit me two brief comments on your 
editorial dealing with my letter in your last issue. 

You deprecate “feverish excitement . . . on speculative questions of 
ultimate minorities and majorities,” and say that “with a determination 
to ensure the absolute political equality of every individual citizen in 
Palestine, such questions can be shelved for the present.” For my own 
part, | am not greatly interested to-day in questions of ultimate minorities 
and majorities; but [ am, in common with most Zionists, profound! 
interested in having it clearly laid down from the start that the Jews of 
Palestine are to have a national status, and a national status of no 
subordinate character. In your editorial, I find nothing to suggest that 
the question of status interests you any more than the question of 
numerical proportion. 

You also say that the Mandate “ can still continue to work.” The British 
Government, which has to work the Mandate if it is to be worked,. has 
pronounced it unworkable, Who, may I ask, is the authority on this 
question?

{Our insistence on the continuance of the Mandate renders Mr. Simon's remarks 
on the question of status quite obviously superfluous. We have consistently 
pleaded for a better understanding and for the establishment of friendship between 
Arabs and Jews in Palestine as an immediate and urgent necessity. We have 
pointed out that a great opportunity for achieving that friendship along lincs 
which give adequate scope or the reasonable ambitions of both peoples, and 
adequate security for their legitimate rights, is presenting itself now. And we 
have attempted to show that the premature introduction of and insistence upon 
points of difficulty, while good tactics for frightening Zionists into acceptance 
of Partition, must prove a pernicious disservice to the ultimate success of Zionism. 
As for Mr. Simon's inquiry for our authority in stating that the Mandate is 
still workable, we would refer him to the Congress resolution on the subject. 
We would also remind him that not the least factor in the success of the British 
Empire has been the willingness of British Governments to revise their attitudcs 
to problems in the light of further argument and thought.—Ed., J.C.]

PEOPLE’S COUNCIL AND TRADE UNIONS 


Anti-Semitism Explained to N.A.F.T.A. Branch 
“ JEW-BAITING CONCERNS ALL NON-JEWS ”’ 


{From our Special Correspondent) 


The Jewish People’s Council will send representatives to a number 
of Trade Union branches during the next few months. I attended 
the first of such meetings last Tuesday night, when Mr. J. Pearce. the 
Secretary of the Council, addressed the Walthamstow Branch, No. 87. 
of the National Amalgamated Furniture Trade Association, at the 
Leytcn Employment Exchange, Westerham Road, Leyton. There 
were thirty people present, nearly all non-Jewish. 

Mr. Pearce explained the meaning of anti-Semitism and drew a 
distinction between that existing previously and its present-day political 
form. The Jews were used as scapegoats and the purpose of Jew- 
baiting was to blind the masses to the real issues that existed, he 
explained. Jew-baiting had been successful in Germany, and as all 
forms of democracy had been destroyed there, Jew-baiting was a 
matter which concerned all non-Jews. Another of the Council's tasks 
was to make the Jews realise the danger of Fascism and to unite them 
against il. 

Many questions were asked. One typical of those asked at meetings 
of this kind was: What is the Jewish People’s Council doing about bad 
Jewish employers and bad conditions in Jewish-owned factories? 

Mr. Pearce replied that the Jewish Community was aware of the 
necessity for removing those abuses, and. his Council was also active 
in that regard. It should not be forgotten, however, that this was 
not a specifically Jewish failing. 

Another questioner wished to know whether the forced emigration 
of Jews from Great. Britain would improve conditions generally. Mr. 
. Pearce made it clear that that would be no solution. In Oldham. for 

instance, there were very few Jews, but some 17,000 unemployed. 
How could the removal of the Jews benefit them? 

During the discussion, a member of the audience said that the 
impression was general that all cut-price shops were owned by Jews. 
Mr. Pearce said that was not true and that Jews did not introduce 
the cut-price shop. 

The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the speaker. 


FASCISTS WILD ALLEGATIONS 


Stepney Borough Council Replies 
NO INQUIRY FROM HOME SECRETARY 


At last week's meeting of the Stepney Borough Council, it was 
announced that allegations of corruption and malpractices made by a 
Fascist speaker against the Council last Sepiember were not to be 
inquired into by the Home Secretary. 

A letter reccived from the Home Office stated that: “ The Secretary 
of State has taken note of your observations upon the reported 
allegations. So far as he is concerned, he does not desire to institute 
any inquiry into the allegations.” 

In September, we reported a case which came up at Thames Police 
Court, when a speaker was discharged after having been charged with 
using insulting words likely to occasion a breach of the peace. Among 
other statements, the accused, it was alleged, had said: “Jobs on the 
Council are given by them (the Cowncil) to aliens, not to Englishmen. 
... The main cause of the high child mortality is their filth in the 
streets. .. . The Jewish Labour Borough Council won't issue licences 
to British traders. ... The Borough Council is rotten with corruption.” 

The Stepney Council invited the Home Secretary, last October, to 
inquire into these allegations and also gave a full answer to all of 
them. 


TWO PAMPHLETS FOR DEFENCE WORKERS 


Mr. A. Solomons, Editor of the JewtsH Gazette, of Manchester, 
has recesitly written and published two pamphiets on “ What the Jew 
Has Done for Humanity “ and “ The Nature of Anti-Semitism.” The 
latter is the record of a speech delivered by Mr. Solomons at the 
Blackley Institute last January. 

“What the Jew Has Done for Humanity” is divided into four 
chapters, under the following headings: The Creations Emanating 
from Jewish Ethics, Religion and Folklore; Original Contributions 
by Individual Jews; Jews as Distributing Agents of Cultural and 
Material Goods: The Contribution of the Jews to Civilisation by Their 
Mere Existence. The pamphlet should be useful to all those who are 
fighting anti-Semitic lies.

If the Kashrus Commission is the sole 
authority for the Kashrus of boarding houses, then all the Kasher 
boarding houses should be under its supervision. If it ts not, which 
is the other authority? It might perhaps be useful to know what are 
the requirements of the Kashrus Commission for declaring a boarding 
establishment to be Kasher. I submit that it ts imperative that the 
Kashrus Commission take the Community into its confidence and 


publish the conditions for extending its supervision to boarding houses.

THE SHEKEL AND ZIONIST FRANCHISE 


In his letter in your last issue, Mr. Freedland criticises the Shekel 
as the basis of the Zionist franchise.

ASSOCIATION’S QUARTERLY CONFERENCE 


Discussion on Polish Relief | 


[From our Correspondent} 


Mr. Barnett Janner, the President, delivered a characteristically 
eloquent address at last week's conference of delegates of affiliated 
bodies, held at Absa House, Commercial Road. At the outset of the 
proceedings, delegates rose as a tribute of respect to the memory of the 
late Bros. B. A. Fersht, J. Bader, A. B. Crook, and S. Greenbegg. 

Mr. Janner spoke of the terrible difficulties Jews were experiencing 
at the present time: unrelenting attacks were being made upon them 
in various parts of Europe: money was being spent by Germany in. 
order to make Jews appear vicious in the eyes of the world: and 
murder and terrorism still prevailed in Palestine. Jewish genius allied 
to toil had created a heritage in Palestine which they should do all 
they possibly could to defend in the critical period ahead. The Jews 
had established themselves as an important entity in Palestine, and he 
hoped that the time was not far distant when they would find it 
easier to live in that country. With regard to the defence campaign 
now undertaken by the Deputies, he derived pleasure from the fact 
that the Friendly Society campaign had received the seal of 
approval. The Friendly Societies had vindicated their right to say 
they had made a vital contribution. Jewish defence must continue, 
as anti-Semitism, so far from being on the wane, would take advantage 
of any economic depression in order t6 make Jews the scapegoats. In 
conclusion, Mr. Janner, referring to the terrible Polish position, said 
he hoped that the differences between the relief organisations would be 
cleared up by the finding of a method to combine all of them. They 
must do all they could to support their Polish coreligionists. 


Presentation to the Secretary 


The President then made a presentation to Mr. Alfred D. Bermel, 
Secretary, as a token of the Association's appreciation of his services during 
the open-air speaking campaign. Mr. Janner said that Mr. Bermel had 
always shown himself indefatigable in the work of the Jewish Friendly 
Society movement and had voluntarily undertaken the administrative work 
for Jewish defence for many months. The Community should be grateful 
to Mr. Bermel, who was to be congratulated on his efforts. He had 
refused to accept a monetary gift and was persuaded with some difficulty 
to receive a presentation. 

Mr. Percy Cohen, Vice-President, and Mr. John Dight,:- Chairman of 
the Executive, associated themselves with the President's tribute. Mr. 
Bermel, who was loudly cheered, thanked all his colleagues for their 
confidence and wholehearted co-operation. He particularly thanked Mr. 
Shafran for his assistance in the early days of the campaign, and also his 
assistants, Miss Schneider and Miss Weinberg. 

Mr. J. Dight moved the report of the Executive Committee, which, 
inter alia, described the part played by the Association on the London 
Area Council of the Jewish Board of Deputies. There had been some 
difficulties over administration, but they had now received a formal com- 


munication from the Board stating that a Management Committee was to . 


be set up by the London Area Council, which would be vested with 
executive powers and complete administrative control over the Board's 
East End office. 

A discussion was held on the procedure for considering the question of 
the future disposition of the Defence Fund balance, and after Messrs. H. 
Hyams, A. Vogler, and A. M. Richmond had spoken, Mr. Dight said that 
the Executive would consider the summoning of a meeting of Officers. 
it was decided to set up a panel of arbitrators: Orders and Societies 
wishing to take advantage of the scheme must register a rule giving authority 
to the Association to act as arbitrators; and matters submitted for arbitra- 
tion must have reference to existing rules. Standing Orders were approved. 


Polish Relief Problem 


Mr. J. Bright raised the question of the centralisation of relief for Polish 
Jewry and said that efforts must be made by every Jewish organisation, 
and in particular the Friendly Society movement. He urged that the 
Friendly Societies could make a great moral appeal on this question. 

Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E., congratulated Mr. Bright on his speech and 
supported the proposal for a sound Friendly Society initiative. The Board 
of Deputies had carried a resolution nem. con. deploring the existence of 
competing bodies seeking donations for Polish relief, and the proposal that 
all hone organisations should forthwith be amalgamated and in future work 
under the auspices of the Board had secured wide approval He personally 
would go further. Polish relief had always been treated as the Cinderella 
of Jewish charitable effort, and, in view of the magnitude of the problem, 
the time had surely arrived to create a Council for Polish Jewry analogous 
to the Council for German Jewry, which would be able to adopt more 
imaginative methods and reach influential quarters. As far as the Friendly 
Societies were concerned, what they were able to do two or three years ago 
they could do again. He earnestly urged his colleagues to take action in 
the near future. 

Mr. I. Kutner, Chairman of the Convalescent Home Committee, said 
that ten beds were named during the last few months and two more were 
to be named. Messrs. J. Slutsky and I. Shafran spoke on the financial 
position of the Home, and the President urged delegates to convene meetings 
of Lodges and Societies to help the Home.

HALF-DAY CLOSING IN THE “LANE” 


"A New East End Problem 
NON-ORTHODOX TRADERS’ PETITION REJECTED 


[From a Correspondent] 


A fresh difficulty has arisen in East London in connection with the 
operation of the recent Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) Act, and 
this time it affects the hub of Jewish trade—Petticoat Lane itself. 
Hitherto, the “Lane” has not been bothered by such things as a 
half-day closing order. It would be untrue to say that it did not come 
under the purview of the previous Shops Acts, but a kindly dispensa- 
tion has made it possible for Saturday afternoon to be substituted 
for Thursday afternoon, which is the recognised half-day for closing 
in the locality. As the “Lane” has always been closed all day 
Saturday, it was unaffected by the Half-Day Closing Order and went 
on merrily for years doing a full six-day trading week as compared 
with only a five-and-a-half-day week elsewhere. 

Now, however, the East End has had a rude awakening from its 
apparent immunity from this section of the Shops Acts, and is being 
brought into line with other districts. The present law permits Sunday 
trading till 2 p.m. if the business concerned is closed on one whole 
weekday instead, which in the case of the “Lane” is Saturday. So 
that closing on Saturday can no longer be regarded as a substitute 
for the Thursday half-day closing, which now becomes enforceable. 

This privilege of Sunday trading in the “Lane” as well as in the 
Club Row market area applies to two groups of traders. There are 
those who have exercised the conscience clause in the same way as 
other Orthodox Jews throughout the country have done; these traders 
have the additional right of substituting Friday afternoon for the usual 
half-day closing. On the other hand, there are those who, whether 
they be Jews or not, have been permitted by an L.C.C. order to trade 
on Sunday by closing all day Saturday, but who have not been given 
the right of changing the half-day to Friday. And this is where the 
difficulty arises. 

The non-Orthodox Jewish traders in the “Lane” have petitioned 
the L.C.C. to allow them the same right as regards half-day closing 
as enjoyed by their Orthodox competitors. In fact, some Orthodox 
traders have joined in this petition, which would have the effect of 
bringing business in the “ Lane” to a close on Friday at 1 p.m. The 
L.C.C., through its Public Control Committee, has refused this request, 
and the reasons are not far to seek, In the first place, it was pointed 
out to the petitioners ‘that, being all Jews, they could obtain the 
privileges they wanted by signing the conscience declaration and 
registering with the L.C.C. This, however, they declined to do, and 
although they are quite justified in so declining if it is only that they 
do not wish to be Orthodox, it is just possible that the persons con- 
cerned have places of business elsewhere which are open on Saturdays 
and that they are, therefore, seven-day traders trying to get the best 
of both worlds to the detriment of other traders and of the Jewish 
Community generally. 

There is, however, an ‘almost insuperable difficulty in the way of 
the L.C.C. making the order asked for. The various Shops Acts 
impose upon the L.C.C. the duty of making a full inquiry, in such 
cases, Of all traders in the area concerned (which means the whole of 
the Boroughs of Stepney and Bethnal Green), and it is unthinkable 


that the six thousand shopkeepers in the whole of this region are 


likely to agree to the change sought by a few, or that the L.C.C. should 
be put to the trouble and expense of making such an inquiry knowing 
full well that it would be futile. 

What is to happen now? The Orthodox traders are afraid that if 
a sufficiently large number of shops and stalls are forced to close 
on Thursday afternoon, the permission they have to open will be of 


little use to them—seeing that the “Lane” will cease to be a real 


market on that afternoon. It is, however, unbelievable that the great 
majority of peaple who come from44ll districts to the “ Lane” to do 
their Erev Shabbos shopping on a Thursday afternoon will alter 
their habits. Furthermore, there are many shops and stalls, especially 
those dealing with meat and poultry, which are unaffected by this 
Act, and which will still be open on Thursday afternoons, so that the 


possibility of the “Lane” being closed on this afternoon is very 
remote indeed,

Inter-University Jewish Federation 
TRAINING FOR LEADERSHIP 


Protest Against Polish “ Ghetto Benches” 


The Inter-University Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland 
was the guest of the University of London Jewish Union Society this 
week, in connection with the Federation’s annual conference. The 
forty delegates, representing cleven University societies, were given an 
informal reception by Mr. and Mrs. M. Kadish (of 3, Manstone Road. 
N.W.) on their arrival last Friday, an afternoon reception on Saturday 
by Mrs. H. Stone (of 19, Woodchurch Road, N.W.}, and an evening 
‘reception the same day at Maccabi House, at which Mr. L. Gildes- 
game, Vice-Chairman of the Maccabi Association, welcomed them. 
A reception was also given by Mrs. Harry Sacher (of 5, Addison Road. 
W.) last Sunday. 

A Conference Service. conducted by the students. was held at the 
Brondesbury Synagogue, Chevening Road, N.W.. last Saturday morning. 
Mr. Bernard Casper (Cambridge) read the Service, Mr. Fishman (London) 
read the Law, Mr. S. M. S. Nathan (London) read the Haftarah. and Mr. 
Bernard Cherrick (Liverpool) preached the sermon. He spoke of the 
qualities of leadership in the making as exemplified by the life of Moses. 
and dealt with the various characteristics of leadership as brought out in 
Jewish teachings. The Anglo-Jewish Community to-day lacked leadership. 
he said, in all branches of communal and reiigious life, in particular in the 
various youth movements. He appealed to the members of the 1.U.J.F. to 
equip themselves with the necessary Jewish knowledge, in addition to their 
University training, so that they should take their place as leaders. 

After the service, the delecates were received at a Kiddush bv the 
officers of the Board of Management. Dayan H. M. Lazarus expressed great 
ce in welcoming the delegates, and said he had been highly impressed 
¥ the sincerity and excellence of the service. 


“ Profound Faith in Education ” 


The conference was officially opened by Dr. Nathan Morris, the 
Education Officer and Secretary of the Jewish Religious Education Board. 
at the London Jewish Union Society's Common Room, 357, Euston Road. 
N.W.-—the first occasion upon which the Federation's conference has been 
held on the premises of a constituent society. Punctuality was the exception. 
and the first session began fifty minutes late. Mr. B. Cherrick, the 
Chairman, presided. 

Dr. Morris said that Jewish education had an unparalleled record in 
world history, and thousands of years before the rise of the national States 
Jewish teachers had demanded a universal and free system of education. 
He referred to conditions in Germany and in Poland, where Jewish students 
were fighting for the right to education. The Jewish student was fighting 
not only for himself but for the true Poland. Such depressing conditions 
were offset by the great creative ideal of Palestine, where they claimed the 
right to build up a life of their own, in a society which would embody 
something of the great prophetic ideals of social justice. This year, when 
Arab gangsterdom was increasing, the Hebrew University had established a 
Faculty of Education. They were thus proclaiming to the world their 
profound faith in education. 

On the “ home front,” said Dr. Morris, he thought that the only effective 
reply they could give to Fascism was more Jewishness. The fact that Youth 
was on the march all over the world had not yet reached the Anglo-Jewish 
Community, which occupied the key position in world Jewish politics. 
While they were still free to set their house in order they should do so now, 
and nowhere was there a greater need for youthful inspiration to regenerate 
their institutions. Youth was at the cross-roads, and a great responsibility 
lay on them to strengthen their own movement, eid other youth movements, 
and help in establishing a just and democratic society in Palestine. 

Mr. C. Raphael, Secretary of the Friends of the Hebrew University, also 
addressed the conference at a later session, on the assistance which students 
could render his organisation. | 

The Federation's activities cover a wide field. and although the major 
' part of the conference was spent on internal affairs, which were on this 
occasion particularly pressing, resolutions deaing with national and inter- 
rational affairs were fully discussed. 


“ Desperate ” Financial Position 


Mr. S. M. S. Nathan, the Treasurer, said that the Federation was in 
desperate straits financially, and he asked that discussion on his report 
should centre on methods of raising money. In the ensuing lengthy 
discussion, various methods were suggested, and the view was expressed that 
the Community should be made to realise that the Federation was an 
essential part of its machinery and a Jewish institution which should be 
maintained. Without the Federation, Jewish students would have no 
representative body to voice their opinions. 

The Foreign Secretary's report, given by Mr. G. D. M. Blok, dealt with 
the position of the Jewish student in certain foreign countries, and a 
resolution “ that the resolution submitted to the Polish Ambassador by the 
National Union of Students on the subject of * ghetto benches © be translated 
into Polish and Yiddish and sent to the Polish Press by the LU.J.F.,” was 
passed, as was another strongly condemning “ the brutal pogroms and racial 
incitement against Jews in Poland.” 

Mr. Blok also announced that a questionnaire he had circulated to the 
English universities and from which he had obtained material for an article 
oa the Jewish students (now published in Tue Jewish Year Book for 
1938), would be translated into French and German and circulated abroad. 
He also gave the report on the International Student Service, which was 
doing excellent work, particularly for refugees. and he was giad, he said, 
to announce that the Federation had raised £101 for that body. 

Other re were given Mr. P. D. J. Druiff on the World Union of 
Jewish Students and the Board of Deputies; by Miss B. Stone on the Federa- 
tion of Zionist. Youth: and by Mr. S. M. S. Nathan on the British Youth 
Peace Assembly, at which body the 1.UJ.F. had secured representation on 


the Students’ Committee. That Assembly, he said, would shortly call together 


a mass protest meeting on the Polish situation and the Jewish situation 
in particular. 


Defence Councils Urged to Combine 


The conference also passed a. resolution pledging its utmost support 
to a Petition of Grace shortly to be submitted to the Swiss Authorities for 
a remission of the sentence of cighteen years’ imprisonment passed on 
David Frankfurter for the murder of Wilhelm Gustloff, “ provided such 
petition was prepared and presented on a non-political basis.” Conference 
was also “ of the opinion that the Jewish People’s Council and the London 
Area Council of the Board of Deputies are both doing valuable work 
in combating anti-Semitism and that it would expedite this important 
work if these two organisations were merged under the auspices of the 
Board of Deputies.”

MANCHESTER SHECHITA BOARD 


The Communal “ Rav” 
[From our Correspondent] 


At the monthly meeting of the Shechita Board, Mr. R. Barrow- 
Sicree (President) reported on the various meetings recently held to 
discuss the question of appointing a Communal Rabbi, He said that 
he was determined that no element of favouritism should enter into 
the matter, and he proposed to ignore any representations made to him 
outside the Select Committee which had been appointed to deal with 
the question. As a first step, it was proposed to consult the Chief 
Rabbi on his return from the Continent, since the Manchester “ Rav,” 
when appointed, would be under the Chief Rabbi's jurisdiction. They 
would not necessarily be bound by the Chief Rabbi's views on the 
matter, but would seek the benefit of his guidance towards the making 
of the appointment. 


The Killing of Poultry 


Referring to the loca) poultry-killing “ opposition,” Mr. Sicree said 
that it was clear, in the light of the recent Kasher meat case in London, 
that poultry-dealers who took their poultry to be killed by persons not 
licensed by the local Shechita Boards were liable to prosecution under 
the Merchandise Marks Act, 1887, which made it an offence to sell 
goods to which a false trade description had been applied. For food 
to be legally regarded as “ Kasher,” the killing of the animals had to 
be in accordance with Jewish ritual and also with the approval of the 
Shechita Board. The Board proposed to write to all local poultry- 
dealers providing meat for Jewish consumption drawing their attention 
to the legal position. Mr. Sicree said that the income of the Board 
had declined of late. People were eating less meat, and that was 
apparently due to the shortage of animals through the foot-and-mouth 
disease and the consequent high prices prevailing. He was satisfied that 
there was a higher cost to the butchers, and that the public were 
unwilling to pay the extra charges. . 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., challenged the President's explanation of 
the rising price of meat, and said that he had received information 
which explained the fall in the Board’s revenue. “I can prove that 
during the last month, poor Jews have been driven by the prices 
charged by our butchers to buy Trefa meat,” said Mr. Laski. The 
Board, he concluded, was there to protect the interests of the poor. 
He felt sure that the consumption of Kasher food could be easily 
doubled if the prices were reasonable. 

After a discussion, in which Messrs. H. Caplan, Z. Amelan, E. 
Mark, J. Black, and M. Isaacs participated, Mr. Barrow-Sicree said 
that it had been the settled tradition of the Board never to interfere 
with the trade competition between butchers. It was decided to appoint 


a Sub-Committee to inquire into the prevailing wholesale and retail 
prices of meat. 


THE YESHIVA 


The monthly meeting of the Committee of the Yeshiva was held 
last week. Mr. Saul Rosenberg, who presided. reported that the 
Yeshiva and the Talmud Torah had so far received over £60 each as a 
result of the concert recently held at the Premier Cinema. A vote 
of thanks was accorded to the Concert Committee, which consisted of 
Messrs. Saul Rosenberg, R. Tobias, M. Mallerman, Aubrey Feather, 
Myer Hyman, Sidney Feather, Mark Bloom, David Redstone, Sydney 
Needoff, and E. Raffles. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Aubrey Feather, reported that the following 
sums had been received from local Synagogues as a result of their 
Yom Kippur Appeals on behalf of the funds of the Institution:

£5 5s., and South Manchester £2. Thanks were accorded to the 
Synagogue authorities in appreciation of their support. A legacy of 
£10 from the late Abraham Landsman was acknowledged, and the 
Chairman announced that a donation of £5 Ss. had been received from 
a Gentile well-wisher. It was reported that a student of the College, 
Mr, Chaim Davies, had been elected Minister and Shochet to the Ayr 
Community. The Executive arranged a farewell reception in his 
honour, which was presided over by Mr. I. Libbert, and attended by 
all the staff and representatives of the students.

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JANUARY THE FIRST 


Looking Across the Centuries 
GLIMPSES OF PAST “NEW YEARS” 


[From a Correspondent] 


The First of January is not one of the four statutory New Years 
that the Rabbis spoke of. Nevertheless, it means more to the majority 
of us to-day than any of them, excepting the solemn initiation of the 
religious year in the autumn. It is natural, therefore, for the 
chronicler to pause, when the year 1937 merges into 1938, to look 
back along the road which our history has traversed and to think 
of the significance of the thirty-eighth year of past centuries. 

A hundred years ago, in 1838, the Liberal era was beginning to 
dawn, and few men doubted of its ultimate triumph. French, Dutch, 
and Belgian Jewry were fully emancipated; England had already made 
substantial progress in the same direction; in Central Europe the 
weight of disability was slowly being lightened. It is interesting to 
see what were, to an English Jew of a century ago, the outstanding 
events of the year 1838. (1 am principally guided by E. H. Lindo'’s 
“Jewish Calendar,” published towards the close of that year and 
replete with all manner of absorbingly interesting information.) In 
Holland, he proudly recorded, J. M. de Leon and M. F. Asser were 
appointed members of the Council for nominating the Amsterdam 
delegates to the provincial “ States” of Holland. In Hungary, the 
municipality of Ofen rewarded the munificent charity of the Jews 
to the sufferers during the late inundation by declaring them free 
to become landowners and citizens—a provision all the more 
remarkable when it is recalled that only two years previous Jews had 
been prohibited from tilling the soil in Prussia, In the United States, 
the first Jewish Sunday School was established, at Philadelphia, by 
that splendid personality, Rebecca Gratz, who (through Washington 
Irving) had served as the model for the heroine of Scott's “ Ivanhoe.” 
In Jamaica, Alexander Bravo was made a member of Her Majesty's 
Council, a rare and coveted privilege, especially in view of the fact that 
in the eighteenth century that West Indian island had shown itself 
notably intolerant. At home, Jewry was still thrilled at the recollection 
of how, at the close of the preceding year, Mr. Sheriff Montefiore 
had been knighted by Her Majesty on the occasion of her state visit 
to the City of London. This was to be followed now by another 
notable advance in the direction of emancipation, David Salamons 
being appointed a magistrate for the County of Kent—the first English 
Jew to sit on the Bench. Local pride was tickled also by the fact that 
young Mr. Lionel de Rothschild was authorised by the Government 
to use the title of Baron which the Austrian Emperor had conferred 
on his late father, N. M. Rothschild. Everything in 1838, in fact, 
indicated the probability of a universal progress in the direction of 
toleration and constitutional reform, in the benefits of which the Jews 
might expect to share with their neighbours. 

A hundred years earlier, in 1738, the picture presented was on the 
contrary a mixed one. On the one hand, there were already abroad a 
few harbingers of the Liberal era. We read, for example, how in that 
year King Christian VI of Denmark opened all trades to Jews, with 
the consequence that the community of Copenhagen established a 
society for giving premiums to all who learned a useful manual 
occupation—one more of the many tokens that the economic degrada- 
tion of the Jews was none of their seeking. On the other hand, the down- 
fall and execution of “Jew Siiss,” that too competent Jewish Finance 
Minister, and the expuision of the Jews from Wurttembiirg which 
accompanied it, was a tragic reminder that the Dark Age of Jewish 
history was still unclosed. It might have been suggested—inde. J, no 
doubt it was—that this second tragedy was the natural consequence 
of the Jew’s overweening pride, and that if his coreligionists had 
remained quiet and unobtrusive, “ hoping to God that no one would 
notice them ” (to use Philip Guedalla’s striking phrase), nothing would 
have happened to them. But this was far from the case. There was 
no ambitious Jewish Finance Minister in Silesia; but the chronicler 
finds none the less that, on December 9th of this same year, 1738, the 
entire Jewish Community was expelled from Breslau. 

Is it necessary to go back beyond this date? 
become one of almost unrelieved gloom, deepening as we went back 
further into the Middle Ages, when suffering was indeed the badge 
of all our tribe. 

What will 1938 bring forth—fresh hope or fresh suffering? Will the 
progress registered in 1838 be resumed, or the oppression of 1738 
be renewed? Will the chronicler of the future consider the nineteenth- 
century Liberalism to be a false dawn, or the twentieth-century reaction 
io be a false night, fictitious and transitory? On the answer to this 
question depends the future course of Jewish history.

THE SITUATION IN RUMANIA 


Notorious Anti-Semite Premier 
ANTI-JEWISH PROGRAMME PROCLAIMED 


The fantastic whirligig of Rumanian politics, still revolving rapidly, 
this week brought into office a semi-Fascist Cabinet headed by M. 
Goga, the Jew-baiting leader of the National Christian Party, with 
M. Micescu, of the same party and also a notorious anti-Semite, as 
Foreign Minister. M. Tatarescu, whose Liberal Party failed to secure 
the necessary 40 per cent. of the votes at the recent Parliamentary 
elections, has, for the moment, retired into the background. The 
National Peasant Party, although obtaining seventy-seven seats, as 
against thirty-five for the National Christians, was passed over by King 
Carol. There are four members of the National Peasant Party 
included in the Cabinet, but these accepted office in defiance of their 
Party's decision and have been expelled. Professor Cuza, the 
veteran anti-Jewish demagogue, is Minister without portfolio, His 
son, M. George Cuza, is Minister of Finance. M. Goga has not 
obtained the support of the Iron Guard (now “All for the Fatherland ” 
Party), which obtained seventy-seven seats at the elections. Fears are 
widespread that King Carol and M. Goga may be planning an anti- 
democratic coup. 

It is believed that the new Cabinet's direction of foreign affairs will 
incline much. more towards the German and Italian bloc than that 
of its predecessor, Two years ago, M. Goga went to Berlin and got 
into touch with General Goering and Dr Goebbels, and on his return 
declared that it was an urgent necessity for Rumania to negotiate a 
close alliance with Germany. General Goering its due to visit Bucharest 
in January. 

The new Cabinet has already begun its attack on the Jews, despiic 
the fact that it was announced this week by the Press and radio that 
the Government would not be anti-Semitic. The PorRuNca Vremi, 
which is connected with the National Christian Party, has declared 
that Jewish-owned newspapers are to be suppressed, Jewish journalisis 
prohibited from writing in the Rumanian Press, and trade and industry 
* Rumanianised.” Part of this programme has already been put into 
effect, and three democratic Jewish-owned newspapers have been

FUTURE OBSCURE 
Refugees Wiil Need Palestine 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


“ Free’ elections in Rumania—almost the first of their kind-—have 
resulted, first, in political chacs, and, secondly, in an ugly increase of 
strength of the four anti-Semitic groups. A sad tribute to democrat. 
and parliamentary methods. It is indeed fortunate that the groups 
in question—or most of them—hate one another no less violently and, 
perhaps, irrevocably than they hate Jewry. And it is equally fortunate 
that King Carol, as the supreme arbiter between the. political parties, 
may be depended on to moderate the fanaticism of the anti-Semites. 
But his position is a delicate one, since neither a Liberal Government 
nor a Natienal-Peasant one could now command a majority without 
the support of the three anti-Semitic groups other than the Iron Guard 
gangsters. 

The situation its leading some people to hope for a royal dictatorship, 
although this possibility, despite the attachment of the Army to the 
Crown, is understood to be precluded by the ruler himself. Pathetic 
is the plight of the erstwhile great National Peasant Party, reduced 
through desertions to the anti-Semitic groups to less than one-fifth of 
the total electorate, while M. Titulescu, despite his electioneering truce 
with the Iron Guard and his disavowal of all anti-Nazi designs, failed 
to secure a seat even in his native town, and is once more on the list 
of Iron Guard proscriptions. 

There is one clear lesson to be drawn from the now aggravated 
predicament of the Rumanian Jews, which is that the need for an 
intensive outlet in Palestine has become thereby the more imperative. 
as well as urgent, thus knocking the bottom out of the case for a 
diminutive Jewish State still favoured by our Colonial Office and tamely 
acquiesced in by the Weizmannites. 


The Jewish Party failed to poll the necessary 2 per cent. of the total 
number of votes in the Parliamentary elections, and accordingly wil! be 
unrepresented in the Chamber of Deputies. The failure of the Party at the 

is is attributed to the intimidation of Jewish voters practised by anii- 


Semitic groups with the intention of keeping them away from the polling 
Stations. 


MADAGASCAR SCHEME ANNOUNCED 
Polish Government’s Communique 
“SUITABLE FOR JEWISH EMIGRATION ”™ 


[From our Correspondeni—Warsaw} 


Awaited with tense interest by Polish Jewry, an Official communiqué 
on emigration to Madagascar has now been issued by the Polish 
Foreign Office. The communiqué, published first in the Gazris 
PoLsK4, states, for the first time officially, that Jewish emigration to 
Madagascar from Poland is a possibility, though it does not mention 
to what extent. 

After several months’ exploration, the statement declares, the 
Official delegation which visited Madagascar came to the conclusion 
that Central Madagascar, at least that part lying 800 metres above sea 
level, was fit for the settlement of the white races, but only for those 
able to work on the land. Settlement would need special and careful 
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preparation, such as the building of roads, the Setting up of com- 
munications, the creation of proper hygienic conditions, ete. Both 
the Polish and French Governments treat the prospects of settling 
Polish emigrants in Madagascar “ in a positive way,” it continues, and 
adds: “ The project of emigration from Poland to Madagascar will 
now, after the indispensable preliminary work and investments which 
are to take place with the support of the French Government, be able 
to take concrete form.” 

The Polish Government realises, the statement asserts, that the enter- 
prise must be prepared and carried out cautiously, so as to offer “a 
guarantee of success.” Hence all supposition as to the possible extent 
of emigration is deprecated and patience is called for. However, 
it is declared definitely: “As regards the elements which can 
emigrate to Madagascar from Poland, it must be stated that Mada- 
gascar is also suitable for Jewish emigration.” Thus the document 
first describes Madagascar as a suitable place for peasant emigration, 
and brings in the Jews only at the tail end. However, everyone knows 
that the Jew is indicated throughout, whether he is mentioned or not. 


Aid of Foreign Jews to be Sought 


The communiqué, which caused a stir among those who were not 
well informed about the Beck-Delbos talks, does not go into details, 
and omits to state who is to finance the emigration plans. It does 
not even mention how much the settlement of a single family will 
cost. I learn that these details have been worked. out in a separate 
memorial which Colonel Beck is anxious to bring forward shortly at 
some international forum, possibly in Geneva. 

The primary object of the Polish Government was to obtain the 
terrain for emigration. It was to M. Blum that Colonel Beck first 
mentioned Madagascar, and the French Government has now declared 
its agreement. This is regarded as a success for Poland externally and, 
even more, internally, for the Madagascar plan will please the anti- 
Semites. It is reported that the Polish Government is shortly to send 
another commission to Madagascar to prepare detailed plans for roads, 
irrigation, etc., the Government to pay the. commission’s expenses, 
At the same time, an approach is to be made to Jewish leaders abroad, 
and especially such institutions as the “ Hicem” and the “Ica,” who 
are to be invited to co-operate with the Polish Government either 
directly or through the League of Nations, in developing Madagascar 
for Polish-Jewish emigration. Foreign Jews are also to be asked to 
help finance the scheme, which has the assured support, so it is claimed, 
of the French Government. 

Whether. France was concerned about Poland or about the suffering 
Jews in Poland (and I learned that M. Delbos did evince special 
interest in the Jewish situation in Poland on his recent: visit) is 
unknown. It may be taken that France agreed to allow a settlement 
in Madagascar through her eagerness to please her Polish ally. The 
official communiqué gives special thanks to France for having under- 
stood the “needs of over-populated Poland.” I learn that a number of 
Polish Jewish leaders are to interview the Government as to the details 
of the scheme, and that a number of Jewish youths would be prepared 
to go to Madagascar—as they would to almost anywhere—to get out 
of Poland. 

The delegation which visited: Madagascar consisted of Colonel 
Lerpecki, Vice-Chairman of the International Setthement Organisation, 
Mr. Salomon Dyk, a Jewish expert on settlement problems, Mr. 
Leon Alter, Director of the “Jeas” in Poland, and M. Arcady 
Fiedler, who now lauds Madagascar in the GAZETA POLSKA as a fit 
place for emigration, to the joy of the Polish anti-Semites. 


The publication of an article expressing extreme hostility to the Jews 
and to Jewish setthement in Madagascar, has appeared in the 


’ PROLETARIAT MALGACHE,a Communist weekly appearing in Antananarivo, 


Madagascar, reports THe JeEwIsH CHRONICLE Paris Correspondent. It 
is alleged that the Jews, whatever their nationality, are Jews first and 
foremost, and declares that opinion in Madagascar is alarmed, and 
rightly so, at the prospect of Jewish immigration. While denying that 
it is anti-Semitic, the paper considers that the Jews are largely to 
blame for enmity towards them, and attacks Jewish capitalists, against 
whom, it is stated, the native population of Madagascar must be 
protected. The paper expresses the view that Arab opposition to 
Jewish settlement in Palestine has led the Zionist leaders to choose 
Madagascar as a new “Promised Land.” 


GHETTO BENCHES CONFLICT STILL RAGING 


British Universities’ Protest 
PLAIN WORDS TO WARSAW 


Jewish students have been savagely attacked by Endeks at 
the Warsaw High School of Commerce. As a consequence, the School 
was closed for an indefinite period by order of the Rector. 

Ghetto benches have now been introduced at the Lwow Technical 
High School following a blockade of the school building by Endek 
students. Jews are required, in future, to occupy benches on the left 
side of the lecture rooms, and the non-Jewish students on the right. 
Ukrainian students are allowed to sit anywhere they like. The Jewish 
students have decided not to submit to the ghetto order. Physical 
attacks on Jews are also reported from Lwow. 

The Warszawsk! Dziennik Naropowy, the organ of the Endek 
Posty, is demanding the introduction of ghetto benches in all secondary 
schools, 

Ghetto seats for Jewish children have been introduced in an elemen- 
tary school in Truskolas, in the Czenstochowa district. The action of 
the authorities of the school has aroused deep indignation among the 
Jews there. 

It is stated that M. Michael Wawelberg, Curator of the Wawelberg 
Technical High School, has instructed his lawyers to institute proceed- 
ings against the Polish Government in connection with the introduction 
of ghetto seats at the School, contrary to the agreement signed by the 


‘Ministry of Education in 1919 on taking the School over from the 


Waweilberg heirs. M. Wawelberg demands the restoration of thé 
School or else the abolition of the ghetto seats. The Minister of 
Education is said to have promised to do all in his power to regularise 
the situation as soon as possible. M. Miller, a Polish teacher at 
a Warsaw secondary school, who was dismissed on account of hig 
opposition to ghetto benches, has instituted proceedings against the 
school, and is demanding adequate compensation for the authorities’ 
action, 

The Socialist RoBotnik has been confiscated for publishing a resolu< 
tion of the Central Committee of Free Trade Unions condemning the 
persecution of Jews and the provocations against them in the 
Universities. ““ We Polish workers pledge ourselves,” says the resolution, 
“to find the strength to combat and end these excesses against our 
Jewish brothers.” 

A public declaration condemning the ghetto benches has been issued 
by fifty-six professors at all the Polish universities. The declaration, 
which is headed “In Defence of Polish Culture,” says that the 
professors felt it necessary to make the statement in order to avoid 
suspicion: of being in agreement with the introduction of the ghetto, 
which they were helpless to prevent. 

The Executive Committee of the National Union of the Universities 
and University Colleges of England and Wales has sent a letter to 
the Polish Ambassador in London protesting vigorously against the 
introduction of the ghetto benches. “ The Executive wishes to add its 
support to those who are protesting against this measure, and in so 
doing it is confident of expressing the opinion of the students of this 
country,” the letter declares. 

A vigorous protest against the introduction of the benches has been 
issued in New York by more than five hundred professors and lecturers 
of leading colleges throughout the United States. The American 
Committee for the Safeguarding of Religious Rights and Minorities 
has also issued a protest. A statement issued by the Institute of 
International Education and signed by 179 non-Jewish scholars, 
including five Nobel prize winners, describes the introduction of ghetto 
moo re “the beginning of the regimentation of academic life in 

oland, 

The New York Times, in an editorial article on the protests made 
by American educationists, makes the following comment: “It is 
plain that such a manifestation of world sentiment cannot be ignored 
in Warsaw. Poland's tentative step towards Hitlerism of her own is 
regarded with sorrow and repugnance by the great sister democracies 
tc whom Poland owes her national existence. Poland has an oppor- 
tunity to capture the imagination of the democratic world by making 
it clear that she will hold fast-to the way of life obtaining among her 
friends,” 


MR. LANSBURY ON POLISH ANTI-SEMITISM 
“Economic Conditions to Blame” 


In the course of the debate on foreign affairs in the House of 
Commons last week, Mr. George Lansbury said: “ Anybody 
who listens to the stories about the Jews, either from Governments 
or from Jews themselves, must feel appalled at the position that ts 
rapidly being created for that race throughout Europe. It is really 
an appalling situation. It has nothing to do with Hitler or Mussolini. 
[Interruption.] I knew of persecution and pogroms in Poland long 
before Hitler was born. This problem in Poland has an economic 
basis. There is an increasing population, there has been practically 
no emigration since the War, and the whole country is terribly 
destitute of the means of life. I have tried to think of what could be 
done. I know of nothing, except to help to develop Poland mofe 
widely than it has been developed, and also to open up some new 
part of the world where not only Jews can go, but where Poles also can 
go. To say that there is no room in the world for people seems to 


me to be quite ridiculous. I am not sure how many more people 


Polish territory can absorb, not in a profitable manner, but in a living 
manner. I should have thought that while Governments were 
discussing these questions, the richer Jews throughout the world might 
have done something to help to mitigate the situation. 

“ I visited schools, and saw children the same as I know them around 
my own home; and I could not help feeling how horrible it is that, 
as they grow up, they will in the higher schools be separated, the Poles 
being placed on one side and the Jews on the other. Into what 
sort of life will these children grow? I think there you have the cause 
of the disorders and the riots between Jews and Gentiles in Poland. 
It is economic. It is because the people are unable to get a living. 
The idea of placing Polish children in separate classes 1s due entirely 
to the fact that the Polish parents think that otherwise their children 
would not get a good chance in the upper strata of employment. It 
it pretty terrible and I do not see any way out except by providing 
more employment in Poland or in some other part of the world.” 

Mr. Winston Churchill, who followed, declared: “I could not 
feel that my right hon. friend dealt with the great evils of racial and 
religious intolerance in terms of that indignation which, I am sure, the 
sight of those evils excited in his generous heart. After all, it is a 
horrible thing that a race of people should be. attempted to be blotted 
out of the society in which they have been born, that from their 
earliest years little children should be segregated, and that they should 
be exposed to scorn and odium. It is very painful. Moreover, it is 
not only in regard to Jews that there is intolerance. Religious opimions, 
Protestant and Catholic alike, are subject to a prejudice of which we 
fondly heped and were brought up to believe the nineteenth century 
had rid the world.” 

Mr. Lansbury later wrote the following letter to Tue Times: “ During the 
debate in the House last Tuesday on foreign affairs, it is reported that I said, 
in connection with Jewish sufferings in Poland and South-East Europe, ° the 
richer Jews throughout the world might have done something to mitigate 
situation.’ I have not got Hansard at hand, but wish to say my real ob was 
to let ‘ World Jewry’ know a very great deal more must be done by Jews 
and Gentiics if the terrible plight of Jews in. Mid and South-Eastern Europe is 
not to become desperate. I am appalled at all I heard and saw almost every- 
where. I know, no one better, what splendid help has been given by the Society 
of Friends and all Jews and should hate it to be thought I in any way belittled 
their sacrifices and work, I want to see a gigantic effort made to deal w.th 
the economic plight of Europe and its kin propia, that of population. 
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ANTIESEMITIC PRIEST ON LECTURE TOUR 
Audience Swears “ To Shun Jews” 


Father Trzeciak, the Polish priest notorious for his bitter anti- 
Semitism, has undertaken a new tour, spreading fresh lies against Jews 
in Eastera Poland. A number of municipal authorities announced that 
they would give their municipal halls free of charge for the priest’ 
lectures. 

The first of these was held in the municipal hall of Grodno, despite 
Jewish protest. Father Trzeciak spoke of “the danger of the Jews,’’ 
calling on all to boycott them. He persuaded his listeners to swear that 
they would not come into any contact whatever with Jews and “to 
shun them till the last Jew left Poland.’’ During his visit, many of the 
Grodno Jews were afraid to appear in the street, owing to the increasing 
anti-Jewish feeling createtl by the priest’s lectures. It is reported that 
the local Jewish Community has decided to take legal proceedings 
against Father Trzeciak. 


A Yew. Abraham Jakubowicz, aged fifty, has died in Lodz from the 
wounds he received when Endeks attacked him in the street recently. A 

oup of Nara hooligans forced their way into the shop of Shalom 
Micdzilewski. in the village of Czarna, near Warsaw, and shot the son of 
the proprietor, Wolf, aged sixteen. They then blew up the shop with a 
bomb. Wolf died in hospital. The police have made three arrests. 


The Polish Lawn Tennis Association has excluded the Maccabi

GOEBBELS’ CANCELLED VISIT TO EGYPT 


A State Occasion ? 
REPORTED GAG ON LOCAL JEWISH PRESS 


In the guise of a tourist anxious to view the relics of Egypt's ancient 
glory. Dr. Goebbels, the Nazi Propaganda Minister, had planned to 
visit Egypt next week, but on Wednesday cancelled his arrangements. 
He was to have given, it is reported, an official banquet to the local 
Arabic Press. Special German detectives attached to his person had 
already arrived im Cairo and had made contact with the Public 
Security Authorities. At the request of the German Legation in Cairo, 
the Press Department of the Egyptian Ministry of the Interior 


_ asked the local Jewish Press, it is stated, to abstain from any comments 


on Dr. Goebbels’ personality or uleology during his stay. 
It is significant to record that Herr Schwarz van Berk, formerly editor 
of the Berlin ANGrirr, recently spent several weeks in Alexandria and 
received visits from editors of several Palestine Arab newspapers. 
Herr van Berk has apparently also visited Palestine, for two articles 
by him on the situation in that country have appeared in the ANGrIFF. 
According to the PraGcer Presse, General Fritsch, Commander-in- 
Chief of the German Army, this week visited Athens and Cairo. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL CRISIS 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


It is impossible for friends of Egypt not to wish God-speed and 
success to the Egyptian Ambassador in London, Afifi Pasha, who is 
understood to have gone to Cairo in the hope of helping, by his con- 
ciliatory counsels, to avert a serious constitutional crisis between King 
Farouk and the Wafd. His Excellency possesses in a rare degree 
the gifts of calm and compromise, gifts which have earned for him 
the appreciation and confidence of the British Government. Zionists 
are not unaware of the friendliness which he has always manifested 
towards the Jewish Community, both in Egypt and elsewhere, and of 


his desire, shared by most of his fellow-countrymen, for an Arab- 
Jewish understanding. 


NEW CHIEF RABBI FOR ALEXANDRIA 
Dr. Ventura’s Appointment | 
[From our Correspondent—Cairo] 


The post of Chief Rabbi of Alexandria, which has been vacant for 
fimost exactly a year following the appointment of Professor David 
Prato as Chief Rabbi of Rome, has now 
been filled by Dr. Moise Ventura, of Paris. 
_ Dr. Ventura, who is a well-known 
scholar and ovientalist, was born in Sabhii, 
near Smyrna, in 1893. After completing 
his studies in his native town and at the 
school of the Alliance Israélite in Kassaba, 
he entered the Rabbinical Semindry of 
Constantinople in 1907, studying under 
Rabbi Abraham Danon. He graduated as 
Rabbi in 1913, and was appointed teacher 
of Hebrew and Turkish at the Alliance 
School in Constantinople. In 1919, he was 
_appointed Principal of the Hebrew School 
of Beyrout. .He later settled in Paris, 
where he ‘took courses theology, 


and at the Institite Psychology. 

1923, he graduated at the .lestiute of 
sychology, and in of Letters. The Doctorat és 
tires was awarded to in ra thesis on “’The Philosoph 

of Saadia Gaon.” 

From 1922, when he settled_in Paris, his recent appointment, 

Dr. Ventura was a teacher at the School of the Paris Jewish 

Consistoire and at the Maimonides College. His text-books for the 

practical learning of Hebrew are widely used in all the schools of 

the Alliance. Apart from his perfect knowledge of Hebrew and Arabic, 


Dr. Ventura speaks French, English, German, Turkish, and Spanish 
fluently. 

Though this is Dr. Ventura’s first Rabbinical appointment, it has 
been warmly welcomed by all sections of Egyptian Jewry. The loca! 
Arabic Press has also greeted the appointment with marks of sympathy, 
and has recorded in particular Dr. Ventura’s scientific work in the 
field of Arabic-Hebrew philosophical speculations. 


BALKAN ANTI-SEMITISM 
Alarm in Yugoslavia and Bulgaria 


Alarm at the growth of the anti-Semitic movement in Yugoslavia, 
which has hitherto been spared this infliction, was expressed recently 
by Dr. F. Pops, President of the Union of Yugoslav Jewish Com. 
munities, and M. Spitzer, the General Secretary of the Union, during 
an interview granted recently by M. Simonovic, the Minister of the 
Interior. The Jewish delegation pointed out the great harm caused to 
the country’s development by the incitement of one part of the popula- 
tion against the other, and urged the Minister to take immediate 
measures to prohibit the activities of those who are responsible for the 
recent anti-Jewish provocations, which were liable to lead to breaches 
of the peace. 

The Minister promised the Jewish representatives to take all the 
necessary measures to prevent the recurrence of such incitements in the 
future.

Community. | 

The Rector of Zagreb University has rejected a demand by Fascist 
students for the introduction of ghetto benches. 

The Slovenian poetess, Roza Petelmova, has founded a branch of 
the Harand Movement to Combat Anti-Semitism in Zagreb. 

The Bulgarian Minister of the Interior, M. Krasnowski, has received 
a deputation of the Consistory of the Jewish Communities in Bulgaria 
in connection with the renewed activities of the anti-Semitic National 
Legions. The Minister declared that the Government regarded the 
Jews as a useful, able, and patriotic element. In the opinion of the 
Government, he said, any policy of incitement against the Jews was 
harmful to the country and must, therefore, be suppressed. He assured 
the deputation that the legalisation of the National Legions was granted 
only on condition that they should not molest the Jews. Any failure 
on the part of the National Legions to keep their promise would be 
followed by their dissolution. 


STREICHER’S NEW CAMPAIGN 
** Jews Must Not be Treated as Human Beings ” 


After .a period of comparative quiescence, Julius Streicher is once 
again setting the pace as Germany's arch Jew-baiter. During the 
past few weeks, he has appeared at big meetings in Nuremberg, 
Dortmund, Kassel, Neunkirchen, Rosenheim, Hagen, and other places, 
proclaiming everywhere that as long as a single Jew remained in the 
country the Jewish problem in Germany remained unsolved, and 
demanding the complete boycott of all Jews as the only sure way of 
compelling them to emigrate. 

Addressing a conference of Nazi officials in Nuremberg, Streicher 
declared that the blessing of God would rest on the Nazi Party as 
long as it combated the Jews. The Nazis, he said, must guard against 
the spreading of the catastrophic belief that Jews might be treated as 
human beings. All Germans, young and old, must acquire the habit 
of studying the Stuermer. The children must read it in the schools 
and the adults in the home. 

Streicher is well aware that he can utter the vilest slanders against 
the Jews with complete impunity. A recent court decision brings home © 
forcibly to all Germans the fact that the SrueRMER is above criticism. 
in Blumethal, a young “Aryan ™ was fined for criticising the SrUERMER 
and warned that a repetition of the offence would mean imprisonment. 


Blasphemy Action Against “ Stuermer ” 

In Leipzig, a former municipal employee named Hildebrandt, has 
brought an action for blasphemy against the Editor of the STuUERMER. 
Karl Holz. His action is based on the following sentence published in 
the STUERMER: “ The God whom the Jews worship is the greatest of 
all criminals. He teaches the Jews to rob, steal, lie, rape, murder, and 
to commit all the other crimes.” 

Herr Hildebrandt claims that “ this statement deeply wounded my 
religious feelings as a Christian by insulting the all-powerful and all- 
merciful God of the Old Testament, which ts recognised as one of the 
essential parts of the Bible and the foundation of the Christian faith.” 

The STUERMER comments: “ Herr Hildebrandt’s action is welcomed 
by us. We are glad that a Court of the Third Reich is finally to give 


_its decision on the question of the Jewish God. This has been necessary 


for a long time. Hitherto, the Jewish God was under the protection 
of religious laws, but it is easy to prove that these laws have protected 
a God who taught people to commit crimes.” | 


NAZI SLANDER OF ISRAEL ZANGWILL 


Rosenberg’s “ Now and For Ever” Outburst 
| By ISRAEL COHEN 


At the recent Nazi Congress in Nuremberg, Dr. Alfred Rosenberg. 
who poses as the philosopher and mentor of the movement, said 
that he had discovered proof of a-plot by the Jewish people to secure 
world domination. The “ proof” was contained in a book entitled 
“Now and For Ever,” consisting of a’ conVersation between the late 
Israel Zangwill and Samuel Roth, and published in New York. Dr. 
Rosenberg gave several quotations from the book which purported to 
forecast terrible happenings in Europe, as well as the establishment 0! 
a Jewish State in Palestine, from whence the Jews would spread as 
far as India and China. Incidentally, it happens that Jews were settled 
in India some hundreds of years ago, and in China long before the days 
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of Frederick Barbarossa. They have even reached the extreme south 
of New Zealand and the extreme south of South America, besides 
other very remote spots of the globe, without the medium of a Jewish 
State. 

But what particularly angered Dr. Rosenberg was the somewhat lurid 
description given of the devastation that would befall various parts of 
Europe, as prophesied in “Now and For Ever.” He betravs a 
squeamishness in this regard which is all the more remarkable on the 
part of a leader of Nazi Germany, one of whose most important 
cultural products is the pornographic SturrRMER. It is surprising that 
he should take exception to “ Now and For Ever.” of which the worst 
that can be said is that it contains a few pseudo-prophetic passages 
written in rather vitriolic language. The comment made by the Nazi 
philosopher upon a few quotations from the book is: 

“ This work shows what Satanic hatred burns in men who nevertheless go 
through life like civilised citizens of the United States. This hatred is so great 
that it ventures forth quite publicly in the printed word in a feeling of triumphant 
security, and | may add here that similar Jews appear in the midst of the so-called 
great democracies, outwardly assimilated and civilised, but inwardly impelled 
by the same anti-European instincts as Isracl Zangwill and his Jewish partner, 
who have dedicated this work to the Zionist Rector of the Hebrew University.” 

A person who accuses Israel Zangwill of “Satanic hatred” or of 
“ anti-European instincts * will have to make out a much better case 
than Dr. Alfred Rosenberg can possibly do. At the same time, Dr. 
Rosenberg should reflect upon the brutalities and bestialities committed 
and gloried in by the Nazis. . 


Memory of Great Jew Maligned 


It is doubtful, however, whether Dr. Rosenberg has seen the book 
from which he has quoted, for had he done so he would have found 
that Mr. Zangwill was not responsible for a single one of the passages 
that have aroused his wrath. Although the book is described as “A 
Conversation with Mr. Israel Zangwill,” it could have been described 
more truthfully as “ A Monologue, with Mr. Israel Zangwill as Sole 
Listener,” for, apart from a few occasional quotations and brief inter- 
ruptions, artfully inserted by Mr. Samuel Roth to relieve the flow of 
his argument, the entire discussion proceeds from the mouth of Mr. 
Roth himself. Either, therefore, Dr. Rosenberg was guilty of negli- 
gence in criticising a book which he had not examined himself or, 
if he saw the book, is guilty of gross misrepresentation. For in the 
preface contributed by Mr. Zangwill he not only complained of being 
“ abused, or at least misunderstood and misrepresented ” in the book 
and called its author a “ young fanatic,” but also explicitly stated that 
he did “ not share his views on the Jewish problem,” and proceeded to 
refute them. it is clear, therefore, that the Nazi philosopher has 
maligned the memory of a great Jew in whose presence he was 
unworthy to stand. 

As to what Mr. Samuel Roth wrote which so provoked Dr. Rosen- 
berg, that is of little importance. It was simply a forecast of horrors 
that may happen in Europe about two thousand years hence, when 
“America will be as old as England is to-day.” This is hardly an 
offence heinous enough to bring down on his head a shower of abuse. 
Dr. Rosenberg is doubtless so conscious of the infamy of his Govern- 
ment and the disgrace they have brought upon his country that he 
seeks to cover their misdeeds by slandering their victims. 


_ The Berlin municipal authorities have extended the introduction of 
special benches for Jews in public places to the Goslarer Platz.

S. AFRICAN LABOUR AND ANTI-SEMITISM 
Challenge to Nationalists and Greysh ris 
JEW-BAITER’S BOYCOTT ULTIMATUM 


A large-scale campaign against the efforts of the Nationalists and 
Greyshirts to spread anti-Semitism in South Africa has been launched 
by the Labour Party and a number of liberal-minded citizens. Many 
~meetings have already been held in various parts of the country, and 
it is also proposed to establish Vigilance societies. The INDEPENDENT 
has actually raised a demand for the immediate enactment of a measure 
to prohibit the libelling of Jews. : 

At the same time, it is reported that there is growing dissension in 
the Nationalist Party on the subject of the tactics of Dr. Malan, the 
leader, in including anti-Semitism in the Party programme. Many 
religious-minded members of the Party, especially, appear to be dis- 
satisfied with Dr. Malan’s policy. It will be remembered that the 
Dutch Reformed Synod of the Cape Province recently denounced a..2i- 
Semitism as un-Christian. On the opposite wing, the extreme anti- 
Semites in the Party are anxious to establish a pact with the Greyshirts. 

How far some Nationalists are prepared to go is shown by the action 
of the manager of the TRANSVALER, who wrote to the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies complaining that, as a sequel to an article 
which appeared in his organ advocating restrictions against Jews in 
commerce and in the professions, Jewish firms were boycotting the 
TRANSVALER and refusing to give it advertisements. Particular objection 
was taken to an attack published in the SouTH AFRICAN JEWISH TIMEs. 
The manager construed the reluctance of the Jewish firms to insert 
advertisements in his newspaper as an official Jewish boycott and as 
a challenge to “Afrikanerdom,” and. declared that “ unless actual 

roof to the contrary is given by the reappearance of advertisements 
rom Jewish firms” in the TRANSVALER, he would have to yield to 
Nationalist pressure for the adoption of strong measures against the 
Jews. The Board was set a time limit of one week for a reply. ; 

.. The Board, in its reply, declared its strong opposition to any official 
boycott by one section of the population against another, and pointed 
eut that the Sourn AFRICAN JewisH TIMES was a privately-owned 
newspaper over which it had no control. It was not the function, 


nor was it within the power, of the Board te attempt to influence Jewish 
businesses as to the placing of advertisements in any particular news- 
paper. The Board further repudiated the charge that Jews were 
intimidating advertisers in the TRANSVALER, but added that it could well 
understand why Jewish firms were refraining from advertising im a 
newspaper which advocated restrictions against Jews in business. 

The manager of the TRANSVALER, in a second letter, accepted the 
Board’s repudiation of the boycott, but added that he would watch for 
the practical results of this repudiation in a new effort by the 
TRANSVALER to Obtain Jewish advertisements. 


ANTI-JEWISH INCITEMENT IN CANADA 
Special Legislation Urged 


Immediate action to introduce legislation to prevent the spread of 
anti-Jewish literature in Canada was urged by Mr. Alfred Hamilton, 
the City Controller, at a meeting of 1,000 Jewish citizens in Toronto 
recently. Mr. Hamilton, who was instrumental in bringing the problem 
before the local Board of Control, told the meeting that a conference 
was being called in January between the Board and the Toronto 
members of the Federal Parliament, and that the question of taking 
action on this issue was to be discussed. 

The Department of Justice is keeping itself informed of the 
activities of the so-called Fascist and Nazi dlocs in Canada, it ts 
officially announced. However, it is believed that the Department will 
turn a deaf ear to any demands for an immediate public inquiry. The 
publicity which would result from such an inquiry might help rather 
than hinder the progress of the organisations concerned, it is claimed, 


NAZIS DISMISS DUTCH JEWISH AGENTS 
Holland Urged to Intervene 


The ALGEMEEN HANDELSBLAD, of Amsterdam, in a leading article on 
the recent dismissals of Dutch Jewish agents of German firms in 
Holland as a result of the new Nazi economic “ purge,’ defhands 
that the Dutch Government intervene on behalf of the dismissed agents 
and demand their reinstatement. 

“ We would like to see the reaction in German papers,” says the 
HANDELSBAD, “if a Protestant or Roman Catholic Union of 
Employers in Holland decided to dismiss all their agents in Germany 
who were not Protestants or Catholics respectively. If the German 
firms acted on the order of some official agency, the question arises as to 
whether our Government should not remind the German Government 
that, if we can have no say in the treatment of German Jews, the 
German Government cannot demand a say in the treatment of a Dutch 
Jew, and that his ‘race’ does not justify such action. The German 
Government should be asked to instruct the German firms to revoke 
their order.” 
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DANZIG BOYCOTT HITS POLAND 
Even the Anti-Semites Complain 

Although the Danzig authorities recently informed the Polish 
Government that the local boycott campaign was directed not agains 
Polish but exclusively against Jewish traders, Polish public opinion 
seems far from satisfied. Even the anti-Semites have been loud in 
their complaints. “The expropriation of Polish Jews in Danzig is 
directed against Poland,” the anti-Semitic KurseR Waarszawsk: 
declares. “We are not the friends of the Jews,” says the Kurer 
Bactyck!, of Gdynia. “However, we should not under-estimate the 
importance of the anti-Semitic measures of the Danzig authorities, 
which are directed against the interests of our country, When the Nazis 
destroy Polish-Jewish positions in Danzig, they certainly do not intend 
to leave. them to pure Poles.” 

A delegation of Polish citizens in Danzig, consisting of Jews and 
non-Jews, has arrived in Warsaw to protest against the Nazi persecu- 
tion of Jews and Poles. The Polish Foreign Minister ts stated to have 
agreed to receive the deputation and examine its grievances. 

Groups of Danzig Jews are still arriving in Warsaw as refugees. 
Some of them who had earned a living as traders declared that they 
were summoned by the tax authorities and called upon to pay very 
heavy taxes. When they pleaded inability to pay such large sums, 
the tax officials amiably agreed to abandon their demands on condition 
that the Jews made declarations under oath pleading poverty. They 
were then informed by the Danzig police that, as a result of their 
declarations, they would be expelled from the city as poor and undesir- 
able aliens.

ITALY AND PALESTINE PROPAGANDA 
Counter-Charges Against British and Jews 


The Italian Press this week comments at length on the situation in 
Palestine, and denies accusations of Italian anti-British propaganda in 
the Near Easi. 

Signor V. Gayda, the official spokesman of the Italian Government, ia 
a leading article in the GIorRNALE D'IraAtia, speaks of “ the castle of 
papier maché about Italian aggressiveness against which Mr. Eden and 
his janissaries have directed their fresh burst of anger and their preten- 
sions to legitimise their new fit of aggressiveness. It remains to be 
established,” he continues, “ whether the new regime of Partition 
harmonises with the principles of the Mandate for Palestine, with the 
interests of the Arabs, who are the sole original inhabitants of that 
territory, and with the principles of the gentleman's agreement for the 
Mediterranean.” | 

La STAMPA, in an article entitled “ Zionist Extremists Exasperate 
Arabs,” attacks the Revisionist movement, which, it states, “ provokes, 
with its brutal lack of.tact, a dangerous reaction among the Arabs 
whose religious and patriotic sentiments are being hurt by the Jewish 
race.” The Corriere DELLA Sera, in a long article from its special 
Jerusalem Correspondent, speaks of “ the logical reaction of the Arabs 
against the oppressors and the Anglo-Jewish mischief-makers,” and 
particularly attacks Partition. 


The noterious anti-Semitic daily It Tevere. which has for a long time 
been conducting a violent campaign against the Jews, has begun the 
publication of a series of articles on “Jews in Political Life of Italy.” The 
first article alleges that Jews and persons of Jewish origin are taking too 
big a part in the political life in Italy. and speaks of “Jewish connections 
with the international forces which are working against Italian interests.”

HU NGARY-—The Budapest Criminal Court has sentenced the landowner, 
Count Serenyi. to one month's imprisonment for publishing a violently 
anti-Jewish article in a National Socialist paper. The Court found him 
guilty of incitement against members of the Jewish faith. The editor 
of the paper which ‘published the Count’s article was sentenced to two 
weeks imprisonment. The weekly Osszerartas has been confiscated by 
the authorities for publishing an article which incited its readers against 
members of the Jewish Community. 


BRAZIL—The Chief of Police of the State of Rio Grande do Sul has 
banned Nazi activities throughout the State. About 218 persons, many 
of them Jews from Gern_any, are to be repatriated, says the Dany HERALD. 
it is denied in Rio de Janeiro that the Vargas Government is to start 
expelling Jews generally. Those now being deported come under a decision 
affecting all foreigners who have not the necessary identity papers, it 1s 
Stated.

Kasher Kitchen’s Splendid Work 


The thirty-fifth annual meeting of the Kasher Kitchen was held 
last week in the Jewish Institute, Savile Mount, with Mr. J. Richmond 
in the Chair. Mr. Velf Priceman, Hon. Secretary, surveyed the work 
accomplished since the inauguration of the Kitchen in 1902, when 
1,964 dinners were provided, and compared it with the last year's 
activity, when 20,000 dinners were supplied to the various hospitals 
in the city. The expenditure had increased by over £500 last year, 
but there had been only £250 extra income. Nearly 30,000 dinners 
would have to be provided in the comimg. year, as at the moment 
there were seventy Jewish patients in the St. James's Hospital alone, 
and with the other patients in the Infirmary, Killingbeck, Women’s 
Hospital, and Maternity Home, there were close on 100 patients to 
be provided for daily. The Kitchen at St. James's Hospital had just 
been re-equipped and modernised. ) 

The Treasurer, Mr..M. Zermansky, said that the weekly subscribers 
were doing splendidly, about £1,000 a year coming in from that 
source. The annual subscribers were still shirking their responsibility, 
as only £146 had been subscribed last year. Mr. Eddie Gould deserved 
every credit for the results of the first dance held by the Institution, 
which he organised and which realised a profit of £120. The 
following were elected: Messrs. J. Richmond, Chairman; H. Gutkin, 
Vice-Chairman; M. Zermansky, Treasurer; Velf Priceman.

BOXING 
OF AL ROTH TO NEW YORK. 
Broken Hands Now Mending 


TO REVISIT ENGLAND IN THE SPRING 


By the time this appears in print, Al Roth will have been welcomed home 
to his native New York. He has gone back to rest both hands, which he 
injured when fighting Jack Lydon and Harry Mizler, but will be here again 
in the early spring to complete his 
contract for four fights with the 


RETURN 


Roth is a thoroughly likeable |i ee. 
young fellow and made many 
friends during his stay in London. 
While training for his match with a 


Lydon, Roth injured his left band, 
which healed in time for him to 
beat Lydon convincingly over five 
rounds, but broke metacarpal bones 
in both his left and right hands in 
the process. 

Before meeting Miziler, Roth 
entered Charing Cross Hospital for 
special treatment. Three weeks of 
intensive massage helped the bones 
to knit sufficiently—but although 
Roth makes no excuses for his 
defeat by Mizler, his sparring 
partners assert that had his hands 
been in good condition, Mizler 
might not have had the verdict. iS 

As a token of their appreciation — 
of his gallant display at Earl's 
Court that momentous Monda 
night, the N.S.C. directorate, including Viscount Clydesdale and Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, presented Roth with an inscribed gold cigarette case. 

Born in the Bronx, New York, he was. at the age of twelve, chosen Jewish 
representative to do battle against an Irish boy, and triumphed. Young 
Roth, bearing the honourable marks of battle in the shape of a black eye 
and swollen lips—-but you ought to have seen the other fellow!—was 
escorted to his home amid great rejoicing. In his first year at High School, 
he received tuition in boxing and won the school challenge shield. This 
aroused his interest in boxing. and he entered for the State championship, 
and punched his way to victory in the final of the bantam division. 

Although decidedly on the short side, standing Sft. 3in.. Roth's punches 
carry every ounce of his ten stone odd behind them. This he proved when 
he soundly beat a Sft. 10in. challenger for the right to meet Tony Canzoneri. 
He is now in his twenty-third year and is to be reckoned as one of America’s 
most dangerous light-weight contenders. 

In 1931, he was the Golden. Gloves winner, and then decided to turn 
professional, with Dave Sonnenberg as his manager. Before actually turn- 
ing professional, Roth fought in the American national amateur champion- 
ships and won the New York State title in the same year. He is also a 
member of the Unionport (New York City) amateur Jewish boxing club 
and has fought for them several times. 

Roth's father died in 1930, following an accident, and Al left school. 
while still in the sixth standard, to help support his family. He found 
himself a job as a Western Union messenger boy, and, through the 
Unionport Club, had five amateur bouts before he entered for and won the 
Golden Gloves title. 

In 1933, he had won sufficient recognition to be matched against “ Baby ~ 
Arizmendi for the world bantam-weight title, but was defeated over fifteen 
rounds at Madison Square Garden. He has also fought Tony Canzoneri. 
then lighi-weight champion of the world, and Lou Ambers at Madison 
Square Garden. 

Both of Roth's fights in London were at Earl's Court, and he gave fight 
“fans” full value each time. It was his first visit to London, and he conf 
that one of the first things he did when he arrived was to go down to the 
East End with Dave Sonnenberg, his manager, to have a good Kasher meal.

Fold over, press edges firmly 
together, and again roll out a quarter of an inch thick. Repeat this three 
times. Cut into strips and bake in a hot oven for about ten minutes. 


Savoury Eclairs 
Flour, oz. 3 eggs. 
Butter, 2 oz. Salt, 4-teaspoonful. 


Water, 4-pint. 

Sieve flour and salt together. Put butter and water in a smal! saucepan 
and bring to the boil. Remove from fire, stir in flour with a wooden spoon, 
mixing very thoroughly. Return to the stove and stir over a gentle heat 
until the mixture thickens and leaves sides of saucepan quite clean; remove 
from fire; cool slightly, and beat in eggs thoroughly one by one.

(4) Soft cream cheese, with chopped gherkin or olive or chopped nuts. 

(S) Mix 2 oz. of grated cheese with four pounded anchovies; add 1 oz. 
of butter and a little mustard. 


Devilled Chestnuts 

Boi, as many chestnuts as required for fifteen minutes; then carefully 
remove both outer and inner skins. Pour some frying oil into a frying pan 
{the oil should be at least half an inch deep), and when a faint bluc 
smoke rises from it put in the chestnuts and fry over a very gentle heat, 
keeping well stirred, until evenly golden brown. Have ready some absorbent 
kitchen paper, well dusted with salt and cayenne. Drain the nuts on to 
the paper; coat with the salt, and roll up until cold.

WINTER ACCESSORIES 
Inquiry into Road Accidents 


A correspondent asks how he is going to manage with his old 


wheel chains now that his new car has pressed steel wheels of the 
latest type with small perforations and no actual spokes. I can only 
suggest that he sells the old chains to the garage from which he 
buys a set of Griff snow chains, which the makers, Messrs. John 
Griffiths and Sca, Muchroom Green, Cradley Heath, Staffordshire, 
have recently brought out for the modern “ easy-clean ” wheels. 


These wheel chains have a stecl chain section combined with a 
leather strap to fasten them on, with the usual leather lining to protect 
the paintwork of the wheel. The steel section, or lining, strengthens 
the leather, which may otherwise in time get worn and so cut through, 
allowing the chain to fall off the wheel. The actual non-skid chains 
—two to each strap—are the same as in the old pattern, and owners 
of old Griffs can have new steel and leather straps fitted to those 
standard chains at three shillings per fitting. The mew ones cost from 
five to seven shillings each, and as one needs two or three per wheel, 
a full set for the car entails an expenditure of £3. 

Another query in reference to car-heaters places me in rather a 
quandary, as I do not know how much garages may charge in various 
towns for fitting a heater connected with the radiator cooling system. 
] suggest that the motorist buys a “ twinflow heater ” (costing £4) from 
the makers, Delco-Remy and Hyatt Ltd., of il1, Grosvenor Road, 
London, S.W.1, and asks them, if he is unable to let them have the 
car for a day, to recommend one of their own agents in his own 
district. At the same time he should ask how much the cost of 
fitting should be. This is one of the General Motors’ Corporation 
associated firms and, like most American motor firms, runs a fixed 
schedule of charges for service in fitting or replacing parts. 

A Select Committee of the House of Lords it to be set up in the 
hope that the conclusions they may arrive at will lessen road accidents, 
Lord Munster stated that there were to-day 2,750,000 motor-vehicles 
in the United Kingdom, over 3,000,000 licensed drivers, 178,000 miles 
of roads, and a probable number of 8,000,000 pedal-cyclists. The 
Government were deeply concerned at the high rate of accidents, 
but these figures showed how difficult it was to provide effective 
protection against mishaps. In the past three years the figures of 
road accidents had shown a welcome tendency to keep down to the 
same level, notwithstanding a large increase in the number of vehicles 
on the roads. 

The Transport Advisory Council had been asked, in view of the. 
large number of accidents to pedal-cyclists, *o consider and report 
on any further measures for the better protection of cyclists and other 
road users. Among points that will be considered are the registration 
of pedal-cyclists, the question of their having to pass a road test, 
legislation to make careless riding of a pedal-cycle an offence, and 
compulsory rear-lights on pedal-cycles. 

in the meanwhile, wiater weather makes all roads dangerous, so that 
every user, whether pedestrian, cyclist, or motorist, needs to exercise 
the greatest care.

Investments and Securities 


Indecision is again developing in stock markets, mainly due to foreign 
affairs. American business appears to be still further slackening, and 
Wall Street is depressed. France is in a most unsettled condition, while 
Far Eastern affairs are also disturbing. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that buyers are holding their band at this juncture. There its no lack of 
confirmation regarding trade progress at home, but for the time being 
at least such considerations are overruled by foreign affairs. While 
buyers show little disposition to act, however, dealers have no forced 
liquidation to contend with. Prices for home stocks are marked down 
as a precautionary measure, but the setback is not material. Chief 
reflection of unsettled world conditions is seen in international stocks. 
American securities are around the lowest levels of the year, while 
Continental oil favourites are reacting after earlier promise. Dividend- 
paying Kaffirs met with French support for a while, but even that 
section has now turned round in common with other markets. While 
confidence is expressed in home trading conditions, the immediate 
outlook for markets must remain somewhat obscure for reasons given. 


LARGER RUBBER PROFITS 


Rubber plantation companies continue to work profitably under 
existing conditions. A good example of this is contained in the report 
of the United Serdang (Sumatra) Rubber Plantations for the year 
ended August 3ist last. Under restriction, the output of the Company 
was increased last year, and at the same time the average net sale price 
for the crop was 2d. a pound more compared with that received over 
the previous twelve months. As a result, profits of the undertaking 
expanded from £142,911 to £270,440, and, as already announced, the 
final dividend of 10 per cent. makes a total of 15 per cent. for the 
year, against 10 per cent. previously. A provision of £25,000 ik made 
for depreciation of mature areas, while a further £20,000 is jaced 
to the taxation reserve. A balance of £92,923 remains to be carried 
forward, compared with £82,752 brought into the accounts. The estates 
have been maintained in good order, and, during the year, the replant- 
ing of 400 acres of older rubber with selected budgrafts was completed.

Midsummer Night's Dream” at the Old Vic, Mr. Tyrone Guthrie, 
the producer, declares that he has sought to produce the play in early 
Victorian style, to match up with Mendelssohn’s music and the 
architecture of the theatre. 

Ihe result, however, is infinitely more charming than his rather austere 
description would lead one to anticipate. Indeed, it is in many respects one 
of the prettiest versions of this lovely play that I can remember seeing. 
What though some of the ballet fairies fly through the air with the greatest 
of case; what though the scenery is strictly conditioned by what Mr. 
Guthrie calls the picture-frame form of the conventional theatre stagc— 
the magic of the story and the overpowering beauty of the lines defy any 
attempt at period, certajnly such a stuffy period as the early Victorian ts 
generally held to have been. 

Ihe broad comedy concerning Peter Quince and his merry men, led by 
Ralph Richardson's dominating performance as Bottom, is gloriously done. 
Gyles Isham makes a regal and benign figure of the Duke; Robert Helpmann 
moves elegantly as Oberon; Vivien Leigh is the sweetest of Titanias; and 
Stephen Murray and Anthony Quayle make an exceptionally effective 
couple as Lysander and Demetrius. But the acting triumph of the show Its 
provided by Agnes Lauchlan and Alexis France,.as Helena and Hermia. 

it there is any complaint to offer, it is that some of the players do not 

give us full measure of thé sheer beauty of the lines; and that there are 
times when Mendelssohn gets in the way of Shakespeare, which must 
necessarily prove a loss. The ideal setting in my own memory for this 
exquisite play is the open-air theatre in Regent's Park; but in accommo- 
dation more suited to London's climate, the production of Mr. Guthrie on 
this occasion would be hard to beat. 


** Portrait of a Lady” 
Self-Sacrificing Heroine at the Embassy 


The story which Mr. Rex Fisher sets out to tell in his new play at 
the Embassy Theatre is one of those tales more fitted, by reason of 
the Succession of minor incidents and small suspenses, to hold the 
interest in a novel than on the stage. 


The first scene in act one promises well as a prologue. We learn quite 
a lot: that John Allington, a ruined financier, deserted by his mercenary 
and beautiful young wife, adored by Janet his eldest daughter (by a previous 
wife), makes Janet swear to keep secret from his two younger daughters 
their mother’s perfidy. Daddy then commits suicide. The rest of the 
play shows. us how gallantly Janet fulfilled her oath. The detestable, 
beautiful wife stole what money was left for the upkeep of the two children 
and Janet, and the last-named had to choose between starvation for all 
three or acceptance of an income from a naughty old knight, a financier 
friend of the “ suicided” father—on certain conditions. She chose; and 
gallantly submitted to the conditions, which involved frequent visits to a 
little flat provided by the financier, of course a married man.. Worse, it 
involved her refusing the proposal of marriage from the only man she 
loved. When the knight's days were over, his will showed that he had 
left nearly all his fortune, half a million, to Janet. The papers were full 
of it in terms so frank and libellous as to give any journalist the jitters. 
Now at this point one would have expected Janet to have been inundated 
by visits from solicitors’ iouts begging her to allow them to launch libel 
proceedings. But no; strange reactions are witnessed. One young sister's 
engagement to a “county” youth is threatened. Now were the author 
acquainted with county folk he would either have cut out this strange 
behaviour on their part or reduced the legacy to five hundred pounds. 
Any amount above that would have secured aristocratic approval for a 
match with a girl whose sister had even been guilty of living with three 
knights. A nicer turn in the story is when the loose-living, drunken other 


‘sister comes over all moral and disapproving; or when the faithful and 


charming wooer of Janet down the years loses his temper and speaks 
her hard words. But there is fortunately a brace of dei ex machina, 
a dear old faithful butler and a bar-lounging young reprobate who glories 
in his sin. Between them they manage to straighten out all the com- 
lexities, and the bitterness of the ingratitude from those for whom Janet 
ad suffered is sweetened by a happy ending. 

So you see what a lot happened. So little of it, unfortunately, lends 
itself to real dramatic tension. And this is the play's major technical 
flaw. There are some humorous lines, but too few. There is excellent 
acting by James Harcourt and Alan Wheatley. Nan Marriott-Watson acts 
well as Janet, showing us the ae of self-sacrifice if not the spirit 
of a knight-charmer. Mary Glynne makes a late, but lovely, appearance 
as the heartless mother; Edward Sinclair brings mature charm to the faithful 
lover of Janet: and the two young sisters are played with as much interest 
as possib'e by Curigwen Lewis and Gabrielle Casartelli. 


‘You Can’t Take It With You” 
Philosophy in a Farce 


It is not often that one finds so much of good and so much that is 
bad in the same production as is the case with George Kaufman and 
Moss Hart's farcical_eome t the St. James's Theatre. 


In fairness, it shadid be said that most of the badness is due to wrong 
casting; and, agaip{ in fairness, that it would be impossible to find the right 
players for the ese among English actors. The whole atmosphere is so 
essentially Ameritan that, for example, when the young girl falls in love 
with the son of her millionaire boss and class distinction threatens the 

th of true love, what should be a mere transitional passage, conventional 
in form but executed with a brittle cynicism, becomes, when translated 
into English style, a heavy lump of artificial emotion which sits with 
ungainly embarrassment upon the piquant gg of the ney. If only 
for the nimble and provocative manner in which this philosophy is 
presented, the piece is well worth seeing. The idea is well explained in 
the title. Grandpa-Vanderhof thirty years ago decided that it was a fool's 
game to go on chasing money. Presumably he had secured enough to 
provide the essentials of an average comfortable life, and wisely he ~ just 
quit working and worrying.” His attitude of letting the morrow look after 
itself spread to his family. Each one of them did what he or She liked. 
The household would be described by conventional standards as completely 
mad. But there is more sense in this madness than many of us would

care to admit. The love episode referred to merely serves to bring in, for 
contrast, the normal citizen's blind subservience to the conventions. 

As Grandpa Vanderhof, A. P. Kaye dominates the play with exactly that 
air of tolerant benevolence which, it is the authors’ argument, would result 
from his philosophy. Tristan Rawson supplements this admirably as his 
big gentle son ~ is not ashamed to play about, at the age of fifty, with 
a meccano toy if he feels like it: and other efficient backing is given.in this 
line by Wilfrid Caithness and Charles Pack. 

I would advise every hard-driven successful business man to see this play. 
He need not excuse his wrath by denouncing the story as far-fetched—the 
quality is to be found in some of the soundest parables: and he can take 
comfort from the thought that a certain fox was probably quite sincere 
when he surmised that the grapes were in all probability sour. 


A Lady’s Gentleman” 
Ronald Squire at the Vaudeville 


They used to call the land where, beneath the white-shirted bosom of 
a valet, could Jurk political and amorous ambitions to be realised in 
an atmosphere of romantic refinement, by some name not to be found 
in the atlas. But nowadays, as 4 tribute no doubt to the imaginsiion 
of Versailles, we place these happenings at the tuneful end of the 
Danube. 


Thus we find Ronald Squire as the perfect valet of the Hungarian 
Conservative Prime Minister, in his spare time working a career im politics 
which lands him in a position to take the P.M.’s married daughter away 
from her careerist husband and also to bring about the defeat of his 
employer's Government. No one would ask us to believe it; it ts enough 
to relish the joke of this valet’s double life. But the joke is not quite 
enough to fill the two short acts of this piece. Once these airy and 
humorous political piquancies yield to the more tender emotions, we find 
ourselves admiring the perfect dresses of Helen Haye and Margaretta 
Scott and the noble Hapsburg whiskers of Frank Pettingell, and the sleck- 
ness of Anthony Ireland, and the dream quality of the castle scene in which 
a barbaric structure harbours every modern comfort (h. & c.) in a manner 
only known to. the theatre, and the tremendous proficiency of all the 
actors and actresses, and the ease with which Mr. Squire shows us a 
politician valet who is a virtuoso in all he does. As an exercise in 
sophisticated soufflé, the play is faultless—except that it really never seems 
to matter to us what happens to these very elegant folk beside the blue 
Danube. 


Kiss For Cinderella” 
Rarrie Revival at the Phoenix 


Barrie's war-time story survives amazingly well those points of period 
atmosphere, including references to German spies and auxiliary 
military hospitals and the anticipated lessening of class distinction (a 
favourite contemporary theme). | 

All such difficulties quickly melt when we reach in the second act the 
delightful representation of a royal ball as conceived in the mind of the 
poor little waif. And when, later, the scene changes to the doctor's house 
where Cinderella is recovering in a wheel-bed after pneumonia and we are 
told that her survival is in doubt, we have a specimen of Barrie at his most 
delicate best. 

The play is excellently produced and very well acted. Glynis Johns makes 
a wistful and lovable little Cinderella. Somehow she contrives never to 
allow the sweetness to be spread too thick. A truly beautiful performance 
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which should indicate a very promising career for this young actress, who 
won so much and so well-merited praise for her acting in “ Judgment 
Day.” Sebastian Shaw strikes the right note as the liceman, blending 
traditional comedy with genuine charm. J. Hubert Leslie presents Mr. 
Brodie as one of those queer little sensitive men whom Barrie delighted 
to create; Esme Church provides a convincing lady doctor. and the numerous 
other menthers of the cast enter thoroughly mto the delicate spirit of the 
piece. 


Lyceum Pantomime 
“Beauty and the Beast” 


Without departing from the best pantomime tradition, the show at 
the Lyceum manages to include im its several hours of entertainment 
more rollicking good fun than the most optimistic schoolboy spirit 
of whatever age could possibly anticipate. 

Let us, however, observe the etiquette of pantomime and first pay 
tribute to the lovely principal girl of Anne Leslie. She sings to melt al! 
hearts, and if you heard her first with your eyes shut—which you would 
never be so foolish as to do—you would not be disappointed when vou 
opened them. Jill Esmond, as the Prince, has to spend most of his, her, or 
its time in beastly pelt and talons grim from beneath which hirsute disguise 
she moans her emotion in keeping with the fairy tale. 

And now for the funny men. Stove is the tireless Albert Burdon. who 
pits his four feet something against the six feet and a lot of William Norman 
mm some hilarious scenes. There are Dave and Joe OGormon, up to all 
sorts of tricks to make us roar. And then the ugly sisters of Clarkson 
Rose and Johnny Kavanagh—-the latter gives us a wonderful picture of a

The. pantomime at the Adelphi, “Aladdin,” is a very lavish affair, 
lavish alike in scenery, in talent, and in humour. Both sides of the 
cast, if one may use the expression, both that which has to keep the 
story going and that which deliciously interrupts with wild side-tracks 
of fun, are ted by brilliant artists at their jobs. 

Elsie Randolph is, of course, a great principal boy, swaggering with 
exactly the right air and presenting a hero fit for so lovely a heroine as 
Jean Colin, whose easy charm and winning voice completely dazzle their 
way to success. The traditional villain is happily softened by Edwin Styles. 
who does not disdain to descend from villainy to do some very funny 
stuff as a player of weird instruments. The full-blooded mirth is provided 
by such experts as Arthur Riscoe, Charles Austin, Jerry Verno, and the 
Egbert Brothers. The last named get into the most amazing entanglement 
with rolls of wallpaper and sundry cans of paste. It may be an old joke.

If anyone wanted an additional reason for the annual visit to “ Peter 
Pan,” the Daniel Mayer company provide it this year in Anna Neagle’s 
refreshingly direct and carefully “ un-over-whimsified ™ Peter. 

Miss Neagle is a Peter to appeal especially to the young affections. 
that are probably not so attracted by those subtler aspects of the part 
which their elders like to dwell upon. There can be no two questions as 
to the excellence of Pamela Standish’s Wendy, a truly charming piece of 
work; and George Curzon makes an admirable Captain Hook.

THE VIENNA SINGING BOYS 
Sweetness and Discipline 


At this season of popular entertainments, the fortnighi’s season of 

the Vienna “ Singing Boys” which opened on Boxing Day at the 
Scala Theatre may not at first thought seem unduly attractive. But. 
if there were no other reason, the series of one-act operas which is 
included in their repertoire would make a visit well worth while to any- 
one who seeks an opportunity of hearing little works which are not 
frequently to be heard in this country. In their repertoire are five such 
operas; and, with the exception of Mozart's “ Bastien and Bastienne,” 
they are all comparatively little known. 
_ On Tuesday evening, Schubert's “ Domestic War” was the principal 
item, and, although the accompaniment was provided by a piano and 
if many respects the performance was youthful and at times 
amateurish, the work went with a swing and had a freshness which 
thoroughly compensated for these weaknesses. As a boys’ choir, the 
“Singing Boys” are first-class, containing solo voices which have 
that rare sweetness which one hopes for, but seldom gets, and a 
discipline and ision which are outstanding. The evening began 
with three Christmas hymns, and Schubert's setting of the Twenty- 
third Psalm, and ended with groups of classic folk-songs by Schumann 
and Brahms, and Tyrolean Mountain Songs. The performance 
throughout was, perhaps, noteworthy more by its perfection of discip- 
line than by sensitiveness and expressiveness, but in the Schubert opera. 
at any rate, the boys had more freedom and were able to display 
greater abandon and verve.

THE STARS IN THEIR COURSES 
Results of 1937 Ballot 
[By our Cinema Correspondent] 


The nearest approach which the international film industry has to 
a comprehensive and impartial survey of stars. relative box office 
importance is the annual ballot conducted by Quigley Publications 
among the exhibitors of the American Continent and of Britain. 
Results for the year ending August 3fst, 1937, have just been issued, 
and reveal a noteworthy similarity of opimon. 

The first ten names in the two lists are as follows:

_ Perhaps the least understandable feature of the lists is the absence 
from both of the two Jewish stars to whom were voted last year's 
Academy awards for the best performances of the year—Paui Muni, 
for his portrayal of Pasteur, and Luise Rainer in “The Great 
Ziegfeld.” 

Muni, particularly, has given the screen enough outstanding 
performances to have made him the cinema’s pre-eminent star if 
acting ability were the sole test of box-office popularity. There is 
partial satisfaction, however, in the fact that he has jumped some 
twenty places in the British list compared with the 1936 survey. Were 
the ballot restricted to first-class houses, there is no doubt he would 
be high in the honoured ten. 

Luise Rainer, from further down the 1936 list, has made an even 
bigger jump, and I personally am glad to note that Spencer Tracy. 
now rated sixteenth in Britain and twenty-third in America, is getting 

- more of the box office recognition that his ability deserves. 

In a separate ballot for stars of British productions, six out of the 
first ten, and eleven out of the next fifteen, are funsters, headed, of 
course, by Gracie Fields and George Formby. Compared with last 
year, the outstanding feature is the phenomenal rise in Formby’s 
appeal. Noticeable also is the disappearance from the first twenty- 
five of three stars from the Continent who, two or three years ago. 
seemed likely to bring international prestige to British films—Elisabeth 
Bergner, Richard Tauber, and Conrad Veidt. Possibly their turn 
will come again when home production rises from the doldrums. 


lL have had a message from Mr. Murray Silverstone denying

When “Stage Door” was a Broadway play, its setting was the 
Rehearsal Club on 53rd Street, an actual club frequented by the niece 
of Edna Ferber, co-author with George S. Kaufman; and its plot 
mainly concerned the methods employed by the habituées to get 
noticed by a film producer. A minor operation in Hollywood brings 
the story to the screen without a mention of films or film producers. 
The villain is now a Broadway impresario who casts leading parts 
with champagne suppers for two. 

Most of the action is in a New York boarding house for stage 
aspirants, where twenty discouraged girls joke incessantly to sustain 
their spirits. Two of them, diametrically opposed in type and 
upbringing, one rich, one not, are room-mates and successive favourites 
of the impresario (Adolphe Menjou). The two are Katharine 
Hepburn and Ginger Rogers—a daring combination which succeeds 
triumphantly. Ginger is the forthright, wise-cracking dancer; Hepburn 
the imperious, studious society girl who finally gets a leading part 
and unwittingly sends to suicide a third girl (Andrea Leeds) who had 
counted on the part after months of unemployment. | 

The tragedy and its aftermath are extremely moving. For the rest. 
this film is a flood of new and witty lines, given equal punch by the 
lesser players as by the stars, and acted on a high level by everyone. 
Ginger Rogers’ talent in a non-musical film is a revelation. Katharine 
Hepburn’s performance could not have been much bettered either,

HAIR 


BY AUNTIE 


GREAT deal of attention nowadays is 
paid to the hair in ladies’ fashions, and far 


more is spent on its care than was the 
case in my young days. A lot of time also 


is devoted to “ perms.” and other devices for 
enhancing the beauty of “ a woman's crowning 
glory.” But it must not be supposed that this 
attention to the hair is entirely modern. As a 
matter of fact, it is very ancient indeed, and 
both the Bible and the Talmud have many 
allusions to customs relating to the hair and 
prevalent ‘ideas concerning it. 


BLACK AND RED 


Biack hair was usual among the ancient 
Hebrews, though there were blondes among our 
ancestors, and King David apparently was one 
of them. Esau was another. Long hair was 
regarded as a sign of both beauty and strength. 
I need only recall the stories of Absalom and 
Samson in this connection. Absalom had his 
hair cut only once a year, and the Rabbis say 
that it was because he was especially vain of his 
hair that he met his death by catching it in a 
tree as his horse passed under the branches. 
Baldness was regarded as an object of mockery. 
You no doubt remember the fate of the children 
who scoffed at Elisha because he was bald, 
while Isaiah, among the things which he pre- 


dicts as a punishment for the sinful people, . 


mentions “instead of well-set hair, baldness.” 
Grey hair, too, though an object of respect, was 
not always looked upon with favour, and 
Josephus mentions that Herod, “in order to 
cover his great age, dyed his hair black.” 
Josephus also tells us that King Solomon's 
charioteers sprinkled their hair with gold dust 
so that it sparkled in the sun. I have read of 
this fashion coming again into vogue quite 
recently! 


CUTS AND SHAVES 


The cutting of the hair in certain fashions 
was a heathen custom often associated with 
idolatry, and was consequently prohibited. 
This led to the habit of allowing side curls to 
grow, still practised among very Orthodox 
Jews. The priests were not allowed to shave 
their heads nor to let their hair grow long, as 
was the custom among the Nazarites. While 
the ancient Hebrews did not follow the 
Egyptian custom of wearing wigs, there is 
evidence that the fashions of other Oriental 
peoples prevailed at times in Israel, and 
Samson, for instance, appears to have followed 
the Assyrian custom of wearing his hair in long 
braids, for Delilah had the “seven locks” of 
his head shaved off. A heatHen custom which 
was forbidden was to “make any baldness 
between the eyes for the dead,” but references 
in the prophetical writings show that this 
practice was common as a sign of mourning. 
Jeremiah, addressing Jerusalem, personified as 
a woman, bids her cut off her hair and cast it 
away and take up a Jamentation. 


Curis 
Curls were also in vogue in ancient times. 
Isaiah's famous tirade against the fashionable

“ flappers” of his day clearly refers to their 
curling pins and slides. Curling the hair was 
regarded as childish, and, according to the 
Midrash, Joseph, though he was seventeen, was 
still called a boy because he curled his hair. 
The Midrash also says that Elijah, who had 
naturally curly hair, was mocked by his foes, 
who alleged that he specially curled u. The 
prophet Joel is said to have curled his hair like 
a girl. The Talmud speaks of a certain 
Abtoimus ben Reuben who was permitted to 
wear curls in the Roman fashion because he 
was in close contact with the Government. 
Another Talmudic passage tells us that King 
David had 400 children who had their hair 
trimmed in front with long curls. The Talmud 
also relates that the priests had a special mode 
of hairdressing with the ends of one row 
curled up against the roots of the next, which 
sounds like a very modern coiffure. The same 
passage tells us that Ben Eleasa, Rabbi's son-in- 
law, used to spend a lot of money on hair- 
dressing “ to display the High Priestly fashion.” 
So you see “there is nothing new under the 
sun,” even in regard to coiffures.
